= OUR Committee have hitherto been prevented from 
making a Report to the Houſe, of the Reſult of their 


Enguim into fo unfertunate an Event to this Province, by 


= OE : 
the great Difficulties which they have met with, in collect 
ing proper Information and Youchers from Perſons living in 
different and remote Parts of the Province: Ungrateful alſo 
your Committee found it, to lay open a Scene which hath al- 
ready produced ſo much Concern, "Thoſe Difficulties being 
at length got over, and your Committee having maturely 
weighed every Thing that occurred in the Courſe of their 
Enquiry, are of Opinion, that they cannot better acquit 
themſelves of their Charge, nor ore fully anſwer the Ex- 
pectations of the Houſe, than by making a juſt and ee a 
Narrative (fo far as Things have reached their Knowledge) 
of the Meaſures with which the Enterprize formed againſt 
the Town and Caftle of St, Auguſtine was conducted in the 
Field, from the Time General Oo LET HOoRPE firſt landed 
in Florida, This they propoſe to do; and therein nothing 
ſhall be contained but incontęſtable Facts, collected from at- 
tefled Eætracts of Fournals kept by the Secretary of the Co- 
lonel, and by the Lieutenant- Colonel, of the Carolina Regi- 
ment, from Examinations on Oath, and from original Lei- 
ters laid before your Committee. They will afterwards, pur- 
fuant to the Obligation they are under, point out to the Houſe 
the principal and moſt apparent Cauſes of the ill Succeſs which 
attended the Expedition, and make ſuch other Remarks and 
Obſervations upon the Whole, as ſhall appear to your Com- 
mittee to be neceſſary, | | 


But before your Committee proceed to do this, they ap- 


prehend it neceſſary to look back, and recolle&t upon what 
Motives, and by what Means the Legiſlature of this Pro- 
vince, which had fo lately laboured under ſo many Difficulties, 
was induced to engage fo far in an Undertaking of this Na- 
ture. That by thus bringing every Thing relating to this 
Affair into one View, your Committee may be the better en- 
abled to make the Remarks propoſed, and at the ſame Time 
the Prudence of this Government may appear ſufficiently Ju- 
fiified, in having engaged in that Undertaking, at a Time 
when the Province could ſo ill afford to do it, 


is well known to be ſituate but little diſtant from 
hence, in the Latitude of 30 Degrees oo m. N. in 
Florida, the next Territory to us, It is maintained by his 
Catholict Majeſty, partly in order to preſerve his Claim to 
Florida, and partly that it may be of Service to the Plate- 


| 87 AUGUSTINE, in Poſſeſſion of the Crown of Spain, 


Fleets, when coming through the Gulf, by ſhewing * 
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4 ö to them along the Coaſt, and by being ready to give Aﬀſi- 


tance when any of them are caft away thereabout. The 
Caſtle by the largeſt Account doth not cover more than One 
Acre of Ground, but is allowed on all Hands to be a Place of 
great Strength (being a Square Fort built with foft Stone, 
with Four Baſtions. The Curtain about Sixty Yards in 
Length, the Parapet Nine Feet thick, the Rampart Twenty 
Feet high, caſemated underneath for Lodgings, arched over; 
and of late ſaid to be made Bomb-Proof, having about 2 
Pieces of Cannon mounted, ſome of which are Twenty-four 
Pounders) and hath been uſually garriſoned with about Three 


Ton is not very large, and but indifferently fortified. The 
Inhabitants, many of which are Mullatto's of favage Diſpo- 
ſitions, are all in the King's Pay alſo, being regiſter d from 
their Birth, and a ſevere Penalty laid on any Maſter of a 


Veſſel that ſhall attempt to carry any of them off, Theſe 


are form'd into a Militia; and have been generally com- 
puted to be near about the ſame Number as the regular 

Troops. Thus relying wholly on the King's Pay for their 
Subſiſtence, their Thoughts never turned to Trade, or even 

Agriculture ; but depending on Foreign Supplies for the moft 

common Neceſſaries of Life, they ſpent their Time in uni- 

verſal Perpetual Idleneſs. From ſuch a State, miſchievous 

Inclinations naturally ſpring up in ſuch a People ; and having 

Leiſure and Opportunity ever ſince they had a Neighbour, 

the Fruits of whoſe Induſtry excited their Deſires and Envy, 

they have not failed to carry thoſe Inclinations into Action 

as often as they could, without the leaſt Regard to Peace or 

War ſubſiſting between the two Crowus of Great- Britain 

and Spain, or to Stipulations agreed on between the two Go- 

vernments : And though in ſome Caſes wherein the Perſons, 
concerned were few, and the Circumſtances ſuch that they 

could not eaſily be detected, that Government hath pretend- 

ed Ignorance, and ſeemed to difallow thereof, yet it is cer- 

tun that at the ſame Time it hath concealed thoſe Perſons, 

and connived at their Actions. 

| In Apr t, 1670, Peace then ſubſiſting between the Crowns, 

the Ship which the Lords Proprietors of this Province ſent 

over with the firſt Settlers, arrived in Afbley River; and, 

Having landed them, went away to Virginia to fetch a Sup- 


Ply of Proviſions, &c. for them; the Spaniards at St. Au- 


gu/iime hearing thereof, in the mean Time ſent a Party in 


2 Veſſel from thence immediately to attack them, Accord- 
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ingly they landed at Sone Inlet on their Backs; but thoſe 
Settlers having by that Time enforted themſelves, and, the 
Ship returning timely to their Relief, they made the beſt of 
their Way Home again. | 

In 1686, Peace {till ſubſiſting, the Lard Cardroſs, who 
had obtained from the Lords Proprietors a Grant of a large 
Tract of Land in Granville County, having juſt before 
came over and ſettled at Beaufort on Port- Royal, with a 
Number of North-Britons, the Spaniards coming in Three 
Galleys from Augu/tine landed upon them, killed and whipt 
a great many, after taken, in a moſt cruel and barbarous 
Manner ; plundered them all, and broke up that Settlement. 
The ſame Galleys going from thence run up next to Bear- 
_ on North-Edifto River, where thoſe Spaniards again 
landed, burnt the Houſes, plundered the Settlers, and took 
Landgrave Morton's Brother Priſoner, Their further Pro- 
greſs was happily prevented by a Hurricane, which drove 
two of the Galleys up ſo high on the Land that not being 
able to get one of them off again, and the Country being 
by that Time ſufficiently alarmed, they thought proper to 


make a Retreat; but firſt ſet Fire to that Galley on Board 


which Mr. Morton was actually then in Chains, and 19 in- 
humanly burnt in her, | 

In 1702, before Queen Anne's Declaration of War was 
known in theſe Parts, the Spaniards formed another Deſign 
to fall upon our Settlements by Land, at the Head of Vine 
Hundred Apalatchee Indians from thence. The Creek In- 
dians, in Friendſhip with this Province, coming at a Know- 
ledge of it, and ſenſible of the Dangers approaching, ac- 
quainted our Traders then in the Nation with it, when this 
Army was actually on their March coming down that Way. 
The Traders having thereupon encouraged the Creets to get 
together an Army of Five Hundred Men, headed the fame, 
and went out to meet the other. Both Armies met in an 
Evening on the Side of Flint River, a Branch of the Chata- 
hooc he. In the Morning, juſt before Break of Day (when 
Indians are accuſtomed to make their Attacks) the Crec#s 
ſtirring up their Fires, drew back at a little Diſtance, leav- 
ing their Blankets by the Fires in the very ſame Order as 
they had ſlept. Immediately after the Spaniards and Apa- 
latchees (as was expected) coming on to attack them, fired 
and run in upon the Blankets. Thereupon the Creeks ruſh- 
ing forth fell on them, killed and took the greateſt Part, and

x entirely routed them. To this Stratagem was owing the 


Defeat of the then intended Deſign. | = 

In the latter End of the ſame Year, Queen Anne's War 
being commenced, Colonel Moore, then Governor of this 
Province, with Reaſon expected a Viſit from the Spaniards, 
and it having been ſuggeſted to him, that St. Auguſtine might 
be eaſily taken, if ſurprized, he judged it beſt to give them 


p | the firſt Blow. Accordingly he undertook an Expedition 


againſt it with about Five Hundred W hites, and Five Hun- 
dred Indians. He himſelf, with Four Hundred of the 
Whites proceeded in the Veſſels directly to the Bar of St. Au- 
guſtine Harbour, whilſt Col. Daniel landing at St. Zuan's, 
march'd dire&ly from thence with the other Hundred and 
the Indiazs, and entered the Town with them only the 
ſame Day as the Veſſels appeared in Sight. This little Army 
kept the Caſtle cloſe beſieged above Three Months; and re- 
pelled ſeveral Sallies with the Loſs of very few Men. Yet 
having no Bembs with them, and a Spaniſh Man of War 
coming to its Relief from the Havanna with a conſiderable 
Number of Men, on board Four large "Tranſports, which 
landed on Anaſtatia, they were obliged to retreat; BUT 
NOT WITHOUT FIRST BURNING THE Tow. 

In 1704 Col. Moore was commiſſioned as Lieutenant-Ge- 
neral by Sir Nathaniel Johnſon, who ſucceeded him in the 
Government, to make an Expedition againſt the Spaniards 
and Indians at Apalatchee, about Eighty Miles to the Weſt 
of St. Auguſtine, on the ſame Motives that the preceding 
Expedition had been undertaken. He marched up thither at 
the Head of Fiſiy Voluntiers of this Province, and One 
Thouſand Indians. The firſt Fort he came to, which had 
Fifty Men in it, he took by Storm, after a ſmart Reſiſtance. 
The next Day the Captain of St. Lewifſes Fort with Twenty= 
three Spaniards and Four Hundred Indians giving him Battle, 
Col. Moore took him and Eight of his Men Priſoners, and 
killed Two Hundred of the Indians. In Two Days after the 
King of Attacocta, who was in a ſtrong Fort with One Hun- 


dared and Thirty Men, ſent to him Preſents of Proviſions, &c. 


and made his Peace. After which he marched through all 
the reſt of their Towns, Five of which had ſtrong Forts 
and Defences againſt ſmall Armies, but all ſubmitted wiTH- 
ouT ConnitTions. He brought away Three Hundred In- 
dians, being the Whole of Three Towns, and the moſt of 
Four more, having totally deſtroyed the whole of Two 
Towns, So that he left but that One Tow.1, which com- 
| 2 pounded 


Ow, 
pounded with him, Part of St. Lewiſſes, and the People of 
another Town, who run away all together; but he burnt 
their Town, Church and Fort. By this Conqueſt of Apa- 
datchee the Province was freed from any Danger from that 
Part during the whole War. And this important Service 
was effected without putting this Government to the /2a/? 


E xpence. | 
tn 1706, the Spaniards at St. Auguſtine joined the French 


from Martinico, in making up a Fleet of Tex Sail, with 


Eight Hundred Men, Whites, Muſtees and Negyoes, and 
Two Hundred Indians, to invade this Province, "The Ship 
on board which the chief Commander was, being ſeparated 
from the Fleet, fell into Sewee Bay, not knowing the Place, 
The reſt coming over Charles-Town Bar, anchored juſt within 
on a Sunday, where they remained, ſending Parties aſhore 
on St. James-Iſland and Wando-Neck, plundering and burning 
Houſes, &c, till Friday following, Captain Fenwicke going 
from Charles-Tiwn, with One Hundred Men, landed at 
Fobtaw, in Sight of the Town, upon a Party of One Hun- 
Ared and Thirty Men, who had got thither and ſet a Ship on 
Fire. He attacked them, killed and wounded about Thrir!y, 
and took Seventy Prifoners, The next Day the Ship which 
Had loſt Company, ſtill not appearing, the whole Fleet ſet 
Sail again. | | 

In 1715, Peace having been ſome Time concluded between 
the Crowns, the Yamaſee Indians (who before the Settlement 
of this Province had lived in Amity with the Government at 
St. Auguſtine, but afterwards removed and ſettled on a Body 
of Land oppoſite to Port-Royal Iſland) living contiguous to, 
and in the moſt intimate Manner with the Settlers in thoſe 
Parts, having been ill uſed by ſome of the Traders amongſt 
them, were fo far diſguſted, that they broke out War with 
this Province, by maſſacring on the Fifteenth Day of April 
above Eighty of the Inhabitants of Granville County. But it 


was manifeſt that they were prompted to this ſevere Reſent- 


Ment of their Uſage, whatever it was, by the Spaniards at St. 
Auguſtine, For tho' thoſe Yamaſees had, during all Queen 
Anne's Wars, been the greateſt Inſtruments of conſtantly 
diſtreſſing and harraſſing them, killing and bringing away. 
Numbers of them, infomuch that not a Man dared for a long 


Time to go out of the Sight of the Caftle, and deſtroying 


even the Cattle; yet, on the very Day this War broke out, 
the Yamaſees ſhewed ſo much Confidence in the Spanzarads, 


that they ſent away their Nomen and Children in their 098

Boats by Water to Augu/line : And having ravaged the Coun- 
try, killing many more and doing all the Miſchief they 


could, ſo that all the Southern Parts were broke up, ta about 
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the Difttance of Twenty Miles from Charles-Tawn, they them- 


ſelves ſoon after retreated to St. Augu/iine alſo, There they 
were receiv'd, protected and encouraged to make frequent 
Incurſions from thence into the Settlements of this Province x 
and being often-times headed by Spaniards, they cut off ſeve- 
ral of the Settlers, and carried off their Slaves. The Slaves 
themſelves at length, taking Advantage from thoſe "Things, 
deſerted of their own Accord to St. Auguſtine; and upon 
being demanded back by this Government, they were not e- 
turned, but ſuch Rates paid for thoſe that could not be con- 
cealed, as that Government was pleaſed to ſet upon them. 
This Evil encreaſing, although Colonel Barnwell, who was 
ſent from hence to St. Auguſtine immediately after the Con- 
cluſion of Queen Anne's Peace, had in Behalf of this Govern- 
ment then entered into a Stipulation with that, mutually to 


return any Slaves that ſhould for the future deſert either Go- 


vernment : Colonel Hall was ſent to St. Auguſtine, in 1726, 
with whom that Government confirm'd the faid Stipulation. 
Notwithſtanding which the very Year following, 

In 1727, Peace between the Crowns continuing, freſh De- 
predations were committed on this Province from Auguſtine, 
both by Land and Water; which created the Expence of 
Two Expeditions to prevent the Progreſs of them. At that 
Time this Coaſt being infeſted by ſeveral Spaniſh Veſſels, who 
ſtiling themſelves Guarda-Caſtas, on Pretence of ſearching, 
plundered and made Prizes of all the Engliſb Veſſels they met 
with. A Schooner fitted out from Augu/tine, on the like Ac- 
count, put into North-Edifto, where the Men made a De- 
ſcent, and carried off the Slaves of David Ferguſon, which 
were never returned nor paid for. On this Occaſion Captain 
Mountjoy was fitted out by this Government, who cleared the 
Coaſt of thoſe Pyrates, and retook a rich Virginia Ship. At 
the ſame Time a Party of the Yamajee Indians, headed by 
Spaniards from St. Auguſtine, having murdered our Out Scouts, 
made an Incurſion into our Settlements, within Ten Miles of 
Ponpon, where they cut off one Mr. Micheau, with another 
I bite. Man on the fame Plantatian, and carried off a Third 
Priſoner, with all the Slaves, Harſer, c. But being briskly 
purſued by the Neighbours, who had Notice of it, they were 
overtaken, routed, and obliged to quit their Booty. The 
Government, judging it neceſſary to chaſtiſe (at leaſt) thoſe

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Indians, commiſſioned Colonel Palmer for that Purpoſe in- 

Tandy s who with about One Hundred Whites, and the like 
er 


Number of our Indians, landed at St. Juan's, and having 
left a ſufficient Number to take-Care of the Craft, marched 
undiſcovered to the Yamaſee Town, within a Mile of St Au- 
guſtine. Heattack'd it at once, killed ſeveral of thoſe Indians, 
took ſeveral Priſoners, and drove the reſt into the very Gates 
of St. Augu/tine Caſtle ; where they were ſheltered, And 
having DEsTRoOYED THEIR Town he returned. 

In the Beginning of 1728, a Party of thoſe Yamaſzes having 
landed at Dafs hee, ſurprized one of our Scout-Boats, and 
killed every Man but Captain Gilbert, who commanded her. 
One of the [ndians ſeizing him, as his Property, ſaved his 
Life. In their Return back to St. Auguſtine, a Debate aroſe 
that it was neceſſary to kill him, for that the Governor would 
not have them bring in any one AlUIVE. But Captain Gilbert, 
pleading with the Indian that claim'd him, was protected by 
him; and upon coming to St, Auguſtine was after ſome Time 
_ releaſed by the Governor. 

In the latter End of 1737, fill Peace ſubſiſting, great Pre- 
parations were made to invade openly this Province and Geor- 
gia. For that Purpoſe a great Body of Men arrived at St. 
Auguſtine, in Galleys from the Havanna; which put this 
Province to a very large Expence to provide againſt. But hap- 
pry "Ig were countermanded juſt as they were ready to 

off, | 1 
In 1738, althy Peace ſubſiſted, and Governor Fohnſon 
after his Arrival here had, in 1733, renew'd the beſore- men- 
tioned Stipulation, another Method was taken by the Spanzards 
to anſwer their Ends. Hitherto the Government of St. Au- 
guſtine had not dared to acknowledge, much leſs to juſtify, 
the little Villanies and Violences offered to our Properties : 
But now an Edi& of his Catholick Majeſty himſelf, bearing 
Date in November 1733, was publiſhed by beat of Drum 
round the Town of St. Auguftine (where many Negroes be- 
longing to Engliſb Veſſels that carried thither Supplies of Pro- 
viſions, &c. had the Opportunity of hearing it) promiſing 
Liberty and Protection to all Slaves that ſhould deſcrt thither 
from any of the Engliſb Colonies, but more eſpecially from 
this, And, leſt that ſhould not prove ſufficient of itſelf, ſecret 
Meaſures were taken to make it known to our Slaves in ge- 
neral. In Conſequence of which, Numbers of Slaves did, 
from Time to Time, by Land and Water, deſert to St. Au- 


guſtine- And, the better to facilitate their Eſcape, ä 
their 
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| | FO Maſter's Horſes, Boats Ee. ſome of them firſt commit 


| ting Murder ; and were accordingly received and declared free, 


3 Our preſent L1eutenant- Governor, by Deputies ſent from hence 
on that Occaſion to Seignior Don Manuel de Montiano the 


= preſent Governor of St. Auguſtine, ſet forth the Manner in 
ZE which thoſe Slaves had eſcaped ; and re-demanded them pur- 
*Z* ſuant to the Stipulation between the Twwo Governments, and 
to the Peace ſubliſting betwen the Crowns. Notwithitanding 
ZZ which, tho that Governor acknowleged theſe Slaves to be 
there, yet producing the King of Spain's ſaid Edia, he de- 
FCrilared that he could not deliver them up, without a poſitive Or- 
der for that Purpoſe from the King, and that he ſhould con- 

EF :inue to receive all others that ſhould reſort thither, it having 
= been an Article of Complaint againſt his Predeceſſor, that he had 
= net put the ſaid Edit in Force ſooner. The Succeſs of thoſe 
Deputies being too well known at their Return, Conſpiracies 
were formed, and Attempts made by more Slaves to deſert 
to St. Augu/tine : But as every one was by that Time alarm'd 
with Apprehenſions of that Nature, by great Vigilance they 
were prevented from ſucceeding. However, | 
In September 1739, our Slaves made an Inſurrection at 
» Sono, in the Heart of our Settlements not Twenty Miles from 
> Charles-Town; in which they maſſacred Twenty - Three 


= Mpiies, after the moſt cruel and barbarous Manner to be con- 


> ceiv'd; and having got Arms and Ammunition out of a 
Store, they bent their Courſe to the Southward, burning all 
the Houſes on the Road. But they marched ſo flow, in full 
Confidence of their own Strength from their firſt Succeſs, that 
they gave Time to a Party of our Militia to come up with 
them. The Number was in a Manner equal on both Sides; 
and an Engagement enſued, ſuch as may be ſuppoſed in ſuch 
2 Caſe, wherein one fought for Liberty and Life, the other 
for their Country, and every Thing that was dear to them. 


1 But by the Bleſſing of God the Negroes were defeated, the 
greateſt Part being killed on the Spot or taken; and thoſe 
that then eſcaped were ſo cloſely purſued, and hunted Daz 


Zattcr Day, that in the End all but Two or Three were killed, 
or taken and executed. That the Negroes would not have 
made this Inſurrection had they not depended on St. Auguſtine 
- fora Place of Reception afterwards, was very certain; and that the 
Spaniards had a Hand in prompting them to this particular Acti- 
ons there was but little Room to doubt. For inFuly preceding Don 
P1edro, Captain of the Horſe at St. Auguſtine, came to Charles- 
Town in a Launce, with Twenty or Thirty Men (one of 

| e whi 
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which was a Negro that ſpoke Engliſb very well) under Pre. 
tence of delivering a Letter to General Oglethorpe, altho' he 
could not poſſibly be ignorant that the General reſided at Fre- 
derica, not half the Diſtance from St. Auguſtine. And in his 
Return he was ſeen, at Times, to put into every one of our 
Inlets on the Coaſt. And in the very Month in which the 
above Inſurrection was made, the General acquainted our Lieu- 
tenant Governor, by Letter, that the Magiſtrates at Savannah 
in Georgia had ſeized a Spamard, whom he took to be a Prizft, 
and that they thought, from what they had diſcovered, that 
he was employed by the Spaniards to procure a general Inſur- 
rection of the Negroes. . . 

On this Occaſion every Breaft was filled with Concern. 
Evil brought home to us, within our very Doors, awaken'd 
the Attention of the moſt Unthinking. Every one that hae 
any Relation, any Tie of Nature; every one that had a Life © 
to loſe, were in the moſt ſenſible Manner ſhocked at ſuch a 7 
Danger daily hanging over their Heads. With Regret we 
bewailed our peculiar Caſe, that we could not enjoy the Be- 
nefits of Peace like the reſt of Mankind; and that our own 

Induſtry ſhould be the Means of taking from us all tht Sweets 
of Life, and of rendering us liable to the Loſs of our Lives 
and Fortunes. With Indignation we looked at St. Auguſtine 
{like another Sallee)] That Den of Thieves and Ruffians! 
Receptacle of Debtors, Servants, and Slaves ! Bane of Induſtry Ip 
and Society! And revolved in our Minds all the Injuries this = 
Province had received from thence, ever ſince its firſt Settle- - 
ment: That they had, from firſt to laſt, in Times of pro- 
foundeft Peace, both publickly and privately, by Themſelves, 
Indians, and Negroes, in every Shape moleſted us, not with- 
out ſome Inſtances of uncommon Cruelty, And what aggra- 
vated the ſame was, that this Government (on the contrary) 
had never been wanting in its good Offices with our Indians in 
their Behalf: And even during Queen Anne's War had exet- 
ciſed ſo much Humanity towards them, that, in order to pre- 
vent thoſe Indians from ſcalping them, according to their 4 
Cuſtom, when they ſhould take any of them Priſoners, a B 
Law was paſſed to give them Five Pounds Proclamation Mo- I 
ney for every one they ſhould bring in alive ; and accordingly 
a great Number of the Spaniards, by that Means, were brought 
in alive, and the ſaid Reward paid for them. 
Sr. AvucusTixE having thus at laſt obtained the Royal 
- SanQtion for its miſchievous Deſigns, the Matter was fully

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repreſented to his Majſiy, from whom we waited with Pa- 


tience for Redreſs. 


At this melancholy Juncture þ1s Majeſty's Proclamation. 


came over with Orders to the Lieutenant Governor to grant 


Letters of Mart and Reprizal againſt the Subjects of the 
Crown of Spain: And War between the 720 Crowns ap- 


peared inevitable, 


which at any other Time, would have been deemed a Miſ- 
fortune to this Frontier Province, As we knew our own 


Strength was inſufficient of itſelf for ſuch an Undertaking, ſo 


we doubted not of his Aaje/ly's Aſſiſtance. But in the mean 
Time the Encouragement which the Spaniards would have 
during this Poſture of Affairs to carry on the Scheme begun 
with our Slaves, preſented itſelf ſtrongly to every Imagination. 
At the ſame Time the Lieutenant Governor being informed 
by Gentlemen juſt come from the Havannab, that the Pre- 
parations made there in 1737, to invade us ſtill lay ready; 
and that the Spaniards had often declared they ſhould make 
Uſe of them, for that Purpoſe, the Moment they heard it 


was War; with Reaſon now expecting an Attack, wrote to 


the Captains of the Men of War, on the Northern Stations, 
to come to our Aſſiſtance, according to Inſtructions given from 


Home in ſuch Caſe. | 
This was our Caſe, theſe were our Sentiments, when on 


the Eigbth Day of November, 1739, our Lieutenant Governor 


communicated to the Houſe a Letter which he had received 
from General Oglethorpe, dated 27th of September preceding z 
wherein the General acquainted his Honour “ That he had 
„Jui then received Orders from his Majeſty, dated the 15th 
„ June, to annoy the Subjects of Spain in the beſt Manner 
© he was able. That he had ſent up an Officer inta the Che- 
** rokee Nation to raiſe a Number of Indians, as far as a 
*© Thouſand te march down into the Spaniſh Territories : That 
* be had alſo ſent Commiſſiuns into the Creek Nation, from 
© whence he had Advice that Tooanahowi, with Two Hun- 
** dred Men, was gone again the Florida's; and that he had 
* ſent an Expreſs after them to attack the Spaniards, and be- 
* lieved they would ſtrike the firſt Blow. And that he hoped 
* the People of Carolina would give the neceſſary Aſſiſtance, 


that we might begin with the Siege of St. Auguſtine, before 


** more Troops arrived there from Cuba.” This Letter was 
follow'd by Two others; one of the 7th of October, wherein 
the General told his Honour, * That by freſh Advices from

& England, all was in Action. That he hoped the Aſſembly 
« would come into taking this favourable Opportunity of gel- 


« ting rid of their Neighbours at Auguſtine ; and that they 


% ſhould have his utmoſt Afſiftance.” And another of the 
20th of October, wherein he aſſured him, „That he fhould 
„ do the utmoſt in his Power for taking St. Auguſtine before 
& Succours came from Spain. That if we did not attack, we 
& ſhould be attacked.” | 


It was natural in our Circumſtances to liſten favourably to 


any Propoſal that had but the Appearance of a Tendency to 
make them better. The Houſe being really prediſpoſed, ap- 
pointed a very large Committee to take this Matter under Con- 
fideration, in Conjunction with a Committee of the Upper- 
Houſe, As there never was any Thing in which the Province 
was ſo nearly concerned, the Committee proceeded therein 
with the greateſt Deliberation, One the one Hand, the 


ineſtimable Advantages that would accrue to the Province by 


the Reduction of St. Auguſtine were ſelf-evident, On the 
other Hand, it was but too apparent how greatly our Strength 
was reduced, by the dreadful Mortality occaſioned by the 
Small-Pox in 1738, the Year before, and alſo by the yellnv 
Fever, in the Year then preſent; the People at the ſame 
Time already paying, tho* chearfully, heavy Taxes ; and a 
Miſcarriage in the Undertaking preſented to View the moſt 
fatal Conſequences. For this Reaſon ſome very rational Proſ- 
pect of Succeſs appeared neceſſary to juſtify our engaging 


therein. The Committee therefore (at once exprefling their 


Senſe of the Propoſal, and at the fame Time a becoming 


Tenderneſs to their Country) in their Report to the Houſe, 


the 12th of December, recommended, That in Caſe Ge- 
* neral Oglethorpe ſhould think proper to form a Deſign of 
<< beſieging St. Auguſtine, and ſhould communicate his 
« Scheme to the General Aſſembly, and ſhould make it appear 
te that the ſame was probable of being attended with the Suc-

Shells, This (he faid) was his Opinion with Relation to the 
Preparations for diflodging the Spaniards at Auguſtine, with- 


out which it could not certainly be done. Then he took notice 


of ſome Inducements for us to engage in the Undertaking im- 
mediately, viz. That if we did not take this happy Opportunity 
of attacking Auguſtine, wh1il/t it was weak, the Havanna being 
blocked up by our Men of War, which rendered it incapable of 
receiving Succturs from Cuba, all North-America, as well as 
Carolina and Georgia, would feel it ſeverely.; for that, as ſoon 
as the Sea was free, they would ſend a- large Body of Troops 
From Cuba. That the Preparations made at the Havanna 
ſome Time paſt (meaning for the invading this Province ) 
were ſtill there; and if they ſhould come and land in Florida, 
we muft then make a defenſive Mar; they might choſe whom to 
#ttack ſeparately, and might mole/t all North-America with 

their 
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their Privateers. That he was willing himſelf to de all that. 
he poſſibly could for annoying the Enemy, as his Majeſty had or- 
dered ; and ſhould ſpare no perſonal' Labour nor Danger to- 
wards freeing Carolina of a Place from whence their Negroes 


were encouraged to maſſacre their Mafters, and "were openly 
_ harboured after ſuch: Attempts. Laſtly, he added, That the 
Spaniards had attacked the Iſland of Amelia, and. murdered 
Two Men there, on which Occaſion he had landed in Florida, 
that the Indians having purſued them, had killed one of the Ne- 
groes that had run away from Carolina, within a few Miles 
of Auguſtine. . ny 
On the Fourth of February, the Lieutenant Governor ſent to 
the Houſe two other Letters, which he had received from the 


General. In one of thoſe, dated the 23d of January, he in- 


forms his Honour, That a Detachment of his Majeſty 's Troops 
and a Party of Indians had, on the Eighth of that Month, at- 
tacked and took the Fort of Picolatta, on the South Side of St. 


Juan's River, and Fort St. Francis, on the North Side; which 


Forts commanded the Ferry over that River, and the Paſſage 
from Auguſtine to the Indian Nations, and the Gulph of Me- 
xico. In the other Letter he ſays, That by the Examination 
of ſeveral Priſoners, which he had taken in Fort St. Francis, 
be found Auguſtine had been greatly flrengthened, a Covered- 
May having been made round the Fort, which they thought 
Twould ſoon be finiſhed ; that the longer we delay'd attacking 
them, the ſtronger they would be; that he had held a Council of 
Far, by whoſe Advice he had made out the Preparations neceſ- 
fary according to the preſent Circumſtances; and that Capt. 
Heron, the Bearer, would lay before the General Aſſembly the 
Aiſiance neceſſary for the bringing the Undertaking to an hap- 
fy {ſue. The Eſtimate of that Aſſiſtance accompanied the 
fame ; conſiſting of one Regiment of Foot of Six Hundred 
Men ; three Troops of Rangers One Hundred and Five Men, 
Eight Hundred Negroes for Pioneers; One Hundred and Sixty 
white Men to guard and overſee them; Fifty Eight Men for 
Officers, &c, among the Indians; Six Months Proviſions for 
all thoſe, and for Four Hundred Men of his own Regiment; 

and Three Months Proviſion for Two Thouſand Indians, as 
alſo one Gun, Hatchet and Blanket for each of them; be- 
ſides thoſe other Neceſiaries mentioned in his former Letter, 
dated the 29th of December; together with an Account of 
the Forces upon the Eſtabliſhment of St. Auguſtine, which the 


General had from the Spaniyh Priſoners taken at St, Francis;

conſiſting of Nine Hundred and Twenty Four Men, beſides 
the Town Militia, Indians, Negroes and Tranſports.” © *' 

The Hoſe had ſome other Inducements to aſſiſt the Gene- 
ral to the utmoſt of its Power, not mentioned by him. He 
had already proceeded to ſuch a Length with the Indians to join 
in this Undertaking, not only after, but before he had begun 
to conſult Meaſures with his Government, that he could not 
poſſibly go back, without bringing the Englißb into great Con- 
tempt among them; and rendering it impoſſible ever after to 
prevail with them to join in any other. Perhaps alſo (as we 
know the Indians will in Time of War join one Side or the 


other; and as ſome of them, particularly the'Creeks, were al- 
ready wavering) the Diſappointment might incline many of 
them to join the Spaniards. All which would be of the moſt 


fatal Conſequence to us. On the contrary, if they ſtruck the 


fir/t Blow with us, they would be relied on during the whole 


War; and if we ſhould be ſo fortunate as to reduce the Caſtle 


oOf Auguſtine, of the Strength of which they had conceived 
Z io great Ideas, our Reputation would be eſtabliſhed with them 
for ever. It was conſidered alſo, that by the Reduction of 
that Caſtle, a Sum of Ten Thouſand Pounds annual Expence 


(occaſioned thereby) in maintaining of Garriſons, Look-Outs, 
Scout-Boats, Rangers, and in Indian Preſents, &c. would be 
ſaved to the Public in its Taxes, For though after the Settle- 
ment of Georgia, the Look-Onts, Scout-Boats and Rangers, 


and One of the Garriſons had been reduced, yet the "Preſents 


to the Indians had been enlarged equal thereto, and thoſe Re- 
ductions were now become more neceſſary than ever to be re- 
eſtabliſned. Upon theſe, and all other Conſiderations before- 
mentioned, the Houſe diſcovered the greateſt Chearfulneſs to 
grant all the Aſſiſtance in its Power to the General; conſiſtent 
with the Safety of the Province. For it was not thought pru- 
dent at ſuch a Juncture, to ſend too many Men' out of the 
Province, nor to plunge the Country into a certain Debt, for 


. the bare attempting to remove its Evils: The Succeſs of 


which Attempt, nay, even the Probability of it, as yet, was 


doubtful. 


| The ſame Committee, as before, was directed by the Houſe 
to take under Conſideration the foregoing Letters and E/timate 
of Aſſiſtance ſent by the General; who, having conferred 
thereon with the Committee of the Upper Houſe, on the 5th of 
: pe vary, reported; That the ſame would exceed the Sum 
4 or 209, 492ʃ. 10s. which the Committee was of Opinion was 
* an Expence too great for this Province to bear. But re- 
1 commended, 
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© commended, that if the General would undertake the Ex-

Fo this the General, by Letter to the Lieutenant Governor, 
dated the 27th of February, only replied : That he had re- 
cciued his Honour's Letter, with the Papers inclaſed; and that 
if he could ſettle Things ſo that the Frontiers might not ſuffer 
by his Abſence, he would come up to Cha rles- Town, and conſult 
with him and the General Aſſembly, if not he would write

T he General came to Charles-Town, the 23d of March, 
and by Letter to the Lieutenant Governor dated the 26th, 
which was laid before the Houſe, he defired his Honour to ac-

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In the mean Time the Heltor and JYolf Men of War 
arrived from Virginia; as alſo a Ship from England laden 


with warlike Stores for the General, containing every Thing 
fitting for a Sizge, amongſt which was Six Hundred Barrels 
of Gunpmuder, And his Maje/ty's Declaration of War againſt 

in coming to Hand was proclaimed in Form. The Want 
of Proviſions at St. Auguſtine was in the ſtrongeſt Manner 
confirmed, by Letters found on board a Sloop which Captain 
Warren had taken off St. Auguſtine, bound from thence to 
Havanna; giving a moſt melancholy Account thereof: And 
alſo by three Deſerters from Auguſtine to the General. EE: 
The Levies of Men agreed to be furniſhed towards the 
Expedition were compleated within a Month from the Paſſ- 
ing of the Ad, ſooner than was expected; and having been 
detached away from Time to Time, with all the Proviſions, 
Ammunition and Neceſſaries to the General at St. Simon's, 
or if he was gone from thence, then to St. George's on the 
North Side of St. John's River, the Place of Rendezvous ap- 
pointed by him, Colonel Vander Duſſen (to whom the chief 


Command of the Carolina Forces was given by the Lieute- 


tenant Governor, with Inſtructions to proceed according to 
the General's Directions during the Time of Action) em- 
barked on Board the Commodore the 9th, and ſet Sail the 12th 
of May.

Your Committee, having thus taken a full Fiew of the 
Motives which induced the Legiſlature to aſſiſt General Ogle- 


thorpe in an Expedition againſt St. Auguftine, upon what 


Footing it engaged to do ſo, and the Aſſiſtance it gave there- 
to; will now proceed, as they at firſt propoſed, to make a 
faithful Narrative to the Houſe, of the Manner in which 
the Expedition was conducted by the General in the Field, 
from the Time of his Landing in FLORIDA. 
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N the gth of May, 1740, General Oglethorpe with 
what Forces only were but juſt then arrived at St. 


George's, the Place of general Rendezvous agreed on, (conliſt- 


ing of about Two Hundred and Twenty Men of his own Re- 
giment, including an independent Highland Company, about 


One Hundred and Twenty-five Men of the Carolina Revi- 


ment, being the firſt Detachment ſent under the Ca” 
of Captain-Lieutenant Maxwell and Enſign Blam. 


One Hundred and Three Indians, of which Nine we:

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the reſt CheroFzes) there being then no other Field-Officer of 


either Regiment on the Spot, paſſed over from thence into 


FLoRiDaA,'and encamped right oppoſite upon the Spaniſh 
Side of St. John's River. Having ſent out the InD1Aans to 
reconnottre the Country, they brought in a Negro Priſoner 
late at Night, and gave an Account of a Fort which they 
had ſeen about Half-way to St. Augu/tine. The Negro gave 


Information that Four Gallies were fitted and manned there 
for this River. LEE 


On the roth, in the Morning, the General, leaving only 
Twenty Invalids of his own Men, and Twenty-five fick 
or ailing Men of the Carolinians, under the Command of 
Enſign Sterling, to guard the Tranſports ; conſiſting of Two 
Sloops in his own Service, and Fur Schooners in that of Ca- 
ralina, on board of which was the Ammunition, Proviſions, &c. 
and taking with him a Four. pounder and ſome Swivel Guns, 
marched out of the Camp Two Hundred of the King's 
Troops, One Hundred Carolinians, and One Hundred In- 
dians, with Six Days Proviſion, to attack the above Fort. 
He encamped that Night at Lacanela (the firſt Palmeta Hut 
on the Sea-Beach, at about fixteen Miles Diſtance, where 
the Spaniards had once a Look-out) where he was obliged to 
Jeave the Guns, the Sands being deep, having no Horſes to 
draw them, and the Men being unable to carry them fur- 
ther. From thence he detached Captain-Lieutenant Max- 
well with a Party of the regular Troops and of the Carolina 
Regiment, and one Mr. Brown with a Party of Cherokees to 
inveſt the Fort, being about Nine Miles further. | 

On the 11th, That Party at Break of Day attacked it, and 
burnt a Houſe juſt by it; but the Spaniards fired ſo ſtrongly 
upon them, that they were obliged to retire. About Ten in 
the Forenoon the General came up with the whole Body; 
and, having ſent out the Indians to hunt up the Spaniſh 
Horſes and Cattle, rode round to view the Fort, T he Spa- 
mards continued firing till Night, when he ſurrounded the 
Place with Guards and Centries. | 

On the 12th, in the Morning, the General ſent in one 
of his Spaniſb Priſoners with a Drum to ſummon the Garri- 
fon, which thereupon offered to treat. And the Troops (up- 
on being asked) having declared that they were willing to 
give up their Claim of Plunder, the following Articles of

The Garriſon marched out, conſiſting of Fifty Men (of 
which ſome were Negroes) amongſt which was Don Diego 


Lieutenant Sauſſere of the Carolina Regiment, with a Party 
of each, entered and took Poſſeſſion of the Fort, having Nine 
Swivel Guns, and Two Carriage Guns of Two Pounds Shot, 
beſides ſmall Arms. 3 * 

It ſeems this Place, well known fince by the Name of 
'FoxT Dix co, being ſituated in fine Savanna Lands, with 
freſh Water Ponds, about Twenty Miles diſtant from St. Au- 
guſtine, and about Three Miles from the Head of a Creek 
which hath its Entrance at the North Point of that Bar, was 
properly a Cow- PEN, belonging to the above Diego Spinsſa, 
a Mulatto; who keeping a large Stock of Cattle there, ſup- 
plied that Garriſon frequently with Beef. For his own Safe- 
ty, againſt Indians, he had palliſado'd his Houſe round with 
Cedar Piles about Fifteen Feet high, having Two Flankers, 


bdut no Ditch without. Of late the Governor of St. Au- 


guſtine had ſpared him a Serjeant and fixteen Men to defend 
it in caſe of Need, which were relieved weekly by the like 
Number ; and it ſo happening that the relieving Party came

The Day after the General marched from St. John's, the

On the 15th, he paſſed the River with the. whole' Corps, 
Baggage and Artillery, leaving a Serjeant and Twelve Men 
at St. George's, and order'd the Camp to be mark'd out at 
the Mouth of the River St. Mathæs or St. Fohn's, on the 
FLokipa Side. In the Evening he marched! from thence 
with the Highland Company, and a Party of his e 
as a Convoy with Proviſions to Fort Diego. 

On the 1th, juſt as the Convoy arrived within Sight of F ort 
Diego, ſome Spaniſh Indians from the Woods having. ſhot 
a Servant who was leading the General's Horſe, and cut off 
his Head, the General with the Highlanders and Troops en- 
tered the Woods on Foot; and having purſued them ſo hard 
that they were obliged to drop the Head, followed them as 
far- 28 the Negro Fort Mooſa, within Sight of St. Auguſtine, 
There appeared Two Spaniſh Launches in the River, and a 
Body of Horſe and Foot, but they retired as ſoon as the Euñg- 
liſ came within Two Miles of them, The Rangers. caught 1

ing ordered to beat to Arms, Colonel Vander Duſſen went to 


him to know the Reaſon. The General told him, that he 
received an Account by which he was inform'd, that the 
Spaniards had ſallied out of St. Auguſtine in order to attack 
Fort Diego, and had actually inveſted the Place. Major He- 
ron was detached away immediately with Fifty Men, and all 
the reſt ordered to be ready to march at Break of Day, with 
fix Days Proviſions. About Eight in the Morning the Ge- 
neral taking Lieutenant- Colonel Cook, and leaving one Com- 
pany in his. Camp, marched with about Two Hundred and 
£ifiy of his Men more (including the Highland Company) 
and One Hundred Indians along the Sea-Shore. At Ten 
(there having been a Delay in the giving out their Proviſions) 


Colonel Vander Duſſen, his Lieutenant- Colonel and Major, 
followed with about Two Hundred and Fifty Men of the 


Carolina Regiment, leaving one Company alſo in that Camp. 
The March was fo hard, and the Day ſo hot, that ſeveral 
fainted for want of Water, and dropped by the Way. Two 
of the General's Men died on the March, At Lacanela all 
the Troops of both Regiments halted till about Sun-ſet. * But 
the General himſelf with the Highland Company marched 
on, overtook Major Heron, and arrived in Sight of Fort 
Diego before Sun-ſet. Having ſent a Detachment to ſee how 
Things were, they brought Word that it was * Alarm, 
oecaſioned by the Garriſon and 1 in the Woods 1 
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their Arms to clean them after a Rain, which the Hunters, 
*twas ſaid, miſtook, Then the General mark'd out a Camp, 
About the ſame Time (juſt before Sun-ſet) the Troops re- 
newed their March from Lacanela, having mounted on Car- 
riage Wheels the Four Pounder which the General had left 
there in the Sands Ten Days before, and was now drawn by 
Twenty Men. At one Mile's Diſtance the Way to For: 
Diega ſtriking up from the Sea over a high Ridge of Sand, 
the Gun was with great Difficulty helped over by our Men, 


and carried along after. Diego Spinoſa, who was left by the 


General for a GuiDg to the Troops, altho* the Diſtance 


they had to go farther was but Nine Miles, miſled them fo | 
far out of the Way, that they did not reach Fort Diego till 
One in the Morning. There, no Place being allotted for our 


Troops, they were obliged to lie down where they halted. 

In the mean Time Part of the Priſoners, which had been 
carried down from Fort Diego to St. Fohn's, were this Day 
put on board the Men of War, and the reſt by the General's 
Officers on board the Carolina Tranſports, ſome of which 
latter, being no Ways ſecured, nor any Guard placed over 
them, made their Eſcape. 8 

On the 21ſt the General, taking with him Colonel Vander 
Duſſen, Lieutenant-Colonel Cook, Major Heron and Captain 


Norbury, all on Horſeback, with a few Highlanders on Foot, 


and ſome Indians; went from Fort Diego towards Auguſtine, 
to reconnoitre the Point near the Bar. They went on with 
ſuch Speed, the Weather being very hot, that' the Indians 
left them before they got half Way, the Highlanders dropped 
down by the Way, one of which died on the March: And 
Lieutenant- Colonel Cooſ and Captain Norbury, being both in 


Years, and very faint with the exceſſive Heat and Want of 


Water, by the General's Directions returned back. The 
General, Colonel Vander Duſſen, and Major Heron kept on, 
and want within a League of Auguſtine, in Sight of the 
Iſland Anaſtatia; and having viewed the Ground, they got 
back to Fort Diego about Two in the Morning, heartily fa- 


tigued, having left their Horſes at laſt unable to walk.

In the Evening the General marched out of his Camp about 
Three Hundred Men (including the Highland Company and 
Rangers) with the Indians, taking the Four-Pounder drawn 
by Soldiers, and a Spaniſh Negroe for a Guide, who had de- 
ſerted from Auguſtine to Fort Diego, was at large, and ſtiled 
by the General Captain Fach. Colonel Vander Duſſen fol- 
Jowed with about Four Hundred of his Regiment (including 
Volunteers and Cadets) But the Men would not carry above 
Three Days Proviſions, The March proved tedious, on Ac- 
count of the many Palmeta- Roots, Marſhes, and Creeks in 
the Path, which made it difficult to carry the Gun along, and 
obliged them to make Cauſeys for it. About One in the 
Morning the whole Army halted by a Run of Water at about 
Twelve Miles Diſtance, and lay on their Arms all the reſt 
of the Night. | | : 
On the iſt of June, at Four in the Afternoon, the Army 
renewed the March, with the like Difficulties. At Ten a 
great Storm of Thunder, Lightning, and Rain coming up 
made both Men and Arms very wet. They continued march- 
ing, it being ſo dark that nothing could be ſeen before them 
(tho' after ſome Time the Weather cleared up) until they 
they came to ſome Palmeia Houſes, where they halted about 
One Hour. At Twelve o Clock, the Moon riſing, the 
Army marched again, and at laſt left the Gun behind 
them. | 25 

On the 2d, before Day, they got to a dividing Path, with- 
in Two Miles of Auguſtine, one Way leading thither, the 
ether to the Negro Fort Mooſa; a little Way off to the left 
Hand, where the Army halted. Here Colonel Palmer (who 
attended the General in this Expedition as a Yoluntier, at his 
particular Deſire ; becauſe he had been at the Head of an Ex- 
pedition in 1727, againſt the Spaniſb Indians living cloſe by 
Auguſline) offered at the Head of Two Hundred Carolinians, 
and a Party of [ndians, TO GOIN AND BURN THE Town; 
which the General refuſed ; ſaying, ** It was too hot-headed

always to ſhew themſelves to the Enemy firſt, and to make a

this March propoſed the ſame Thing; but the General al- 
Ne ARG RS And often ſaid, That he would not by 
«© any Means have the Town burnt.” Adding, when he 
halted, 4 That the Houſes would be ſerviceable to him.“ 
The General ſoon renewing the March, took the left 
Hand Path; and juſt about Day-break entered Fort- Mooſa, 
which had been abandoned. This Fort being about Twenty 
Miles from Fort Diego, within Two Miles Diſtance, and in 
full Sight of St. Auguſtine (lying near the Cree which runs 
between that and Point Cartell up to Fort-Diego) was made 
in the Middle of a Plantation, for Safety of the Vegroes againſt 
Indians. It was Four Square with a Flanker at each Cor- 
ner, banked round with Earth, having a Dztch without on 
all Sides, lined round with prickly Palmeta- Royal; and had 
a Well and a Houſe within, and a Look-out, As ſoon as the 


Forces were perceived from the Caſtle, the Guns were played 


from thence towards them. 4 


At Eight or Nine o' Clock the General went with Colonel 


Vander Duſſen to reconnoitre the Caſtle; and ordered the 
Drums with a Party to advance a good Diſtance towards it, 
and there to beat the Granadiers March ; which being accord- 
ingly done, was anſwered by the Cannon from the Caftle. 
They found it it to be a regular Fortification and very 
ſtrong, with a great many new Additions ; and agreed that it 
would be impracticable to attack it upon that Side, without 
thoſe Materials which they could not bring by Land, they 
being too heavy; but obſerved that Point-Cartell, which lies 
to the North of the Bar, and ſeparated from the Negro Fort 
by a Creek, would be very fit for a Battery, in order to ſe- 
cure a Communication with the Men of War. At the ſame 
Time Lieutenant Bryan of the Volunteers, with Three or 
Four of the Rangers went almoſt cloſe up to the Town, and 
brought off Three Horſes. He perceived the Town was in 


the utmoſt Tumult and Confuſion, the Inhabitants ſcreech- 


- Inhabitants in Caſe of ag Attack to go into the Caſtle, 


ing and crying. Upon his Return he told the General of it; 


and, hearing him talk of withdrawing the Forces, he asked 
the General if it would not be beſt to attack the Town then; 


that That was the Time to do it; for that if he retreated, they 
. Would make Preparations againſt his Return, To which the 
| General replied, ** That if he attempted to ſtorm the Town, 


he ſhould loſe Three Hundred Men.” The Men at the 
fame Time diſcovered a Deſire to attack it. And as it ap- 
peared afterwards by Deſerters, the Governor had ordered the

In the Aſterhoon à violent Shower of Rain fell; and the? 
the Houſe in Fort Mooſa was big enough to have contained all 
the Arms of both Regiments, beſides a great Part of the Men, 
yet the Carolina Arms in particular being expoſed were ren- 
 dered unfit for Action; and ſome of the Voluntiers as well as 
Officers of the Carolina Regiment betaking themſelves for 
Shelter to that Houſe, (where ſome of the Generals Officers 
as well as private Men were) were obliged to turn out again 
into the Weather, by the General's ſeverely reprimanding his 
Centinel at the Door for letting them in, ſaying, ** That he 
could not be guilty of a greater Crime, and that he deſerved 

* a Thouſand Laſhes.” 1 
In the Dusk of the Evening the General went out again 
towards the Caſtle with about One Hundred and Fifty Men, 
and a great many Drums. The Drums being at a great 
Diſtance from each other, in the Dark, bgat a march in ſe- 
veral Parties; which ſet the People in the Caſtle to firing 
their Cannon and ſmall Arms in Plataons all round them. 
After which the General returned; having done this, he ſaid, 
« To diſturb them that they might not diſturb us.” This 

Night one of the General's Men __ to the Enemy, 
On the 3d, at Sun-riſe, the General, having made Two

the Men willingly performed a hard March, But many of | 
the General's own Men being very hungry and greatly fa- 
tigued gave out, and dropped upon the March; upon which the 
General ordered any Man that lagged behind 1 be ſbot. T hey 
reached Fort Diego by Sun-ſet, There they found Enſign 
Mace returned, the Day before in the Morning, from Au- 
guſtine Point; who had on the Aſt ſeen Six Engliſh Men of 
War and a Sloop come to before Auguſtine Bar; and ſeeing 
Two Spaniſh Gallies upon their diſcovering him coming, to- 
wards him full of Men, thought proper to march off. The

In the Afternoon Colonel Vander Duſſen went down to the 
Palmeta- Hut. Several Officers and Men had Leave to go 
alſo to look after their Baggage, which upon their quick march- 
ing thence they had been obliged to leave there. ak 

On the 5th, all the Voluntiers then at Diego (except Colo · 
nel Barnwell, who ſtaid and acted as an Aid de Camp to the 
General, and one more) being diguſted at the Treatment. 
they had met with, and diſappointed in their Expectations of 
attacking the Town of St, Auguſtine, returned to St. John's, 
with a Reſolution to go Home again. There meeting with 
the Reſt of the Company of Yoluntters juſt arrived, Lieute- 
nant Bryan proceeded no further himſelf, but joined them. 
The Tartar Man of War came to an Anchor off the 
 Palmeta-Hut, iworder to Water, and to deliver a Letter 
from the Commodore to the General. She had on board ſeve- 
ral Stores from Carolina for the Expedition, a freſh Detach- 
ment of Men, and Captain Mright of the Voluntiers. 

Colonel Vander Dufſen (who returned in the Morning early 
from the Palmeta-Hut) received Orders from the General to 
march with the Carolina Regiment, and take Poſſeſſion of 
Point-Cartell. Accordingly at Five in the Evening, with 
no more Proviſions than was ſufficient for the next Day, 
and That, for Want of Horſes, carried on Men's Backs, to- 
gether with their Tents, &c. he marched all of the Regi- 
ment that were able to march. They proceeded down ta 
the Sea, about Three Miles, to the Second Palmeta Hut, 
(about Six Miles diſtant from the other) then marched along 
the Beach till about Twelve o' Clock, and halted ; being 
greatly tired. | N | | "5 

On the th, at Six in the Morning, they reached Point- 
Cartell, in Sight of St. Auguſtine Caſtle, ſuppoſed to be 
within Cannon Shot; and encamped behind a Ridge of Sand 
Hills. Four Men of War appeared then in Sight lying off the 
Bar; viz. the Flamborough, Hector, Squirrel, and Phenix; and 
three more were lying off the Palmeta- Hut, vis. the Tartar, 
Molf and Spence, Colonel Vander Duſſen ſent Orders to St. 
282. the Boats to bring the Proviſions round, and de- 
ured Captain Tounſbend of the Tartar to land the Eighteen 
Founders and their Carriages at this Point. Six Gallies ap- 
peared in Sight lying under the Caſtle. Each of them (as 
Was found afterwards) rowed with Twenty Oars, and had a

land marched along the Beach towards the Point, which was 


about a Quarter of a Mile diſtant, The Gallies, directed by 
the Colours, kept an alternate Fire, and ſhortened their 


Powder fo well, that not one Shot fell Twenty Yards from the 


Men. Having opened the Caſtle, Colonel Vander Dufſen cauſed 
the Regiment to halt ; and perceiving that the Gallies were 


not inclinable to land any Men, he ordered them to the Right 


about, and marched ſlowly back *till they got under Cover. 
The Gallies having fired about Twenty Shot (ſome of which 
were taken up and carried into the Camp) retired back to 
the Caftle. 

The Commodore, having by this firing diſcovered the Re- 
giment to be there, ſent three Boats aſhore, with his own 
Lieutenant, and thoſe of the Hector and Phænix; who deli- 
vered to Colonel Vander Duſſen the following Reſolution of a 
Council of War, held by the Commanders of his Majeſty's 
Ships off the Bar of St. 4. uguſtine on board the Flamborough, 
the Day before; being the 5th of June; which he pony 
him to communicate to the General, viz.

In the Evening, that Party of Men which came from Ca- 


rolina in the Tartar got into the Camp at Point-Cartell, 


On the 8th, at Three in the Morning, Colonel Vander 
Duſſen received an Expreſs from the General, acquainting 
him, that he had ordered the Scotch Highlanders, Rangers, 
and ſome Indians, with a freſh Company of the Carolina Re- 
giment, commanded by Capt. Bull, juſt arrived at St. John's, 
and then on his March by the Colonel's Orders, to join the 
Regiment, to march and retake poſſeſſion of the Negro-Fort. 

Atterwards the Commodere ſent his Boat a-ſhore, and in- 
formed Colonel Vander Duſſen, That he had ſent two Men 
© of War to the Palmeta-Hut to receive the General on board 
© with Two Hundred Men of his Regiment, in order to carry 


them round to the Iſland Anaſtatia. Upon this the Colo- 
nel wrote back to the Commodore, That he had received 


that Morning a Letter from the General, by which he in- 
formed him, that he had ſent the above Party to retake 
poſſeſſion of the Negro-Fort ; but that he did not ſay any 
thing of his going to embark on board thoſe Ships. That 
if the ſame was put in execution, he took it to be a very 
great Diſſervice to the whole Aﬀair ; for that it would leave 
the Galleys Maſters of the Harbour to ſtop all Communi- 
cation between them, but that by Sea, which was very un- 
certain. But that if his Opinion was to be followed, which

In the'mean time the General at Fort Diego gave Orders 
to the following Party, to be ready to march the next Day to 
Fort Moſa, viz.

making in the whole not leſs than One Hundred and Thirty, 
nor more than One Hundred and Thirty-three Men. Capt. 


| Palmer (who was employed in this Expedition by the General, 


with his Men, to ſearch for Cow-pens, and to drive up Cattle 
and Horſes for his own Uſe ; for which laſt he was to have, 
beſides his Pay, Forty Pounds for every Horſe, and Thirty 
Pounds for every Mare he ſhould catch ; and was particularly 
enjoined not to deſtroy any Houſes, if the People had quitted 
them) was ordered to make Excurſions from Mooſa. And 
Jenes alſo was directed to keep the Indians always out ſcout- 


ing. The Command of the whole Party was VERBALLY 


given by the General to Colonel Palmer, with Directions to 
2 alarm 
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alarm the Spaniards.in St. Auguſtine as often as he could, and. 


to camp every Night in the Woods, And when a Signal 


was made by him on Anaſlatia, then to fire that Night upon 
the Town. The Colonel told the General, That the Men 
were too few, and that he ſhould have at leaſt Two Hun- 
dred White Men.“ The General reply'd, That if he was 
< unwilling to go, he would ſend one of his own Officers.” 
Upon which the Colonel ſaid He would go.“ The General 
however aſſured. him, * That he would ſend more Men to

On the 9th, the above Party ſet off for Fort-Mogſa, having 
no more Proviſions with them than what they carried in their 


 Knap-ſacks, which it ſeems was Eight Pounds of Bread each, 


ordered by the General. Before they departed, Colonel Pal- 
mer repeated to the General, That he had too few Men. And 
added, Sir, you are going to ſacrifice theſe Men, To which 


the General anſwered, That afſoon as he had taken Paſſaſſion 


of the and Anaſtatia, he would ſend him more Aſſiſtance. 
Soon after they were gone, the General, leaving Fort- Diego 
garriſoned as before, marched down to the neareſt Palmeta- 
Hut on the Sea-Beach. There meeting with Capt. Bull and 
his Company, who the Day before (on his March to join the 
Carolina Regiment by Orders in Writing from Colonel Van- 
der Duſſen) had received a verbal Order from him to join 
Colonel Palmer, he countermanded that Order, and ordered 
him to proceed to Point-Cartell. Then he embarked on 
board the Men of War there with his Regiment, then con- 
fiſting of Two Hundred and Fifty-ſeven, Officers and Men, 
(having only Ten Days Proviſion, and ſcarce any Ammuni- 


tion but what was in their Cartouch-Boxes) and about an

This Day Lieutenant- Colonel Coat moved the Camp from 
St. Fohn's, and marched along the Beach with one Howitzer

The fame Day, Lieutenant-Colonel Lejeau went from 
the Camp at Point-Cartell to St. Jobn's, to order out all the 
Carolina T ranſports there (except that with the Indian Pre- 
ſents) round to that Point. In his Way, finding the Boat 
with Rice and Meat on board, which the General had ſtopped 
at the Palmeta-Hut neareſt to St. John's, where Enſign 
Gough had been left with a Guard to take Care of the Caro- 
lina Proviſions, &c, landed there, he ordered her away di-

On the roth in the Morning, having ſeen all the "Trans 
ſports put out from St. John's, and ordered one of them to

dered Enſign Gough at the Hut, to put on board that Veſſel 
every thing under his Cate. Whilſt he was there, Dizgo 
Spinoſa came there on Horſe-back under no Guard. And in 
the Evening coming to the further Hut, he found only a Ser- 
geant and — Men guarding the Generals Proviſions, c. 


This Day, a Party of the Spaniſb Indians, who had landed 
in the Night not above a Mile from the Carolina Camp at 


Point-Cartell, fell upon ſome Cherokees on the Sea-Beach, 
who were going to it, and killed Two of them. Colonel 
Vander Duſſen marched Three Companies immediately, upon 
whoſe Approach they fled. He purſued them back through 
the Buſhes to the Water-fide of St. Fames's River, behind 
the Camp, where they got on board their Boat; the Galleys 
coming at the ſame Time to ſupport them. ; 
Captain Bull, with his Company, got into the Camp at 
F VVV 
I )be Party which the General had ſent with Colonel Pal- 
mier arrived at Fort-Mooſa, All but the Rangers entered im- 
mediately, and begun to encamp within. The Colonel diſap- 
proved of it, and ſignified, T hat it was the General's Di- 
© rections to him, to camp by Nights in the Woods.“ He 
told them, That that Place might prove a Grave to them 
„las it had been diſmantled) and that he had much rather en- 
* camp anywhere without in open Ground, where he could 
fight his Enemy round about wherever he could find an 
Advantage.“ But Mackintoſh and Mackay neither paid any 
Regard thereto; but got each to making a Palmeta-Houſe for 
themſelves, as well as the Men. The Colonel thus not being 
obeyed, 'camped with the Rangers without the Fort. In 'the 
Afternoon, Colonel Vander Duſſen perceiving from Point- 
Cartell, Engliſß Colours hoiſted in Fort-Mooſa, and being 
defirous to open a Communication, ſent a Man, who ſwam 
a-croſs the River, with a Letter to that Purpoſe; directed to 
the commanding Offer: Which Letter was received, opened, 
and anſwered by Captain Hugh Mackay. ; : 
On the Itith in the Morning, a freſh Party was ſent out 
of the Camp at Point-Cartel, to meet that which was ex- 


pected back from the Palmera-Hut with Rice, in order to

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prevent their being ſurprized; and in the Afternoon both Par- 


ties returned to the Camp with Proviſions. 5 
_ A Meſſenger arrived in the Camp from Lieutenant- Colonel 


Cook deſiring a Party of Men to aſſiſt him in drawing the 


Hmoitzer, his Men being weary. Upon which Colonel Van- 
der Dufſen ſent him a Party of Fifty Men. : 

The General, by Letters from on board the Spence Man of 
War, acquainted Colonel Vander Duſſen, That he propoſed 
to land the next Morning at Four o'Clock upon the Ifland 
Anaſtatia, with what Men he had there, about Two Hun- 
£ ared Sailors, under the Command of Capt. Warren, Capt. 
s Laws and Capt. Townſhend, and the Indians. That he 
© ſhould want all the Craft he had, which he deſired that he 
© would ſend immediately.” The General alſo ſent him ſome 
Proviſions, which he ſaid, * That knowing the Want he 
was in, he had obtained from the Commodore for him, to- 
* gether with Two Four Pounders, Bullets, &c. which 
(he faid) ſhould be mounted to drive off the Galleys ; and 
that if he carried the and, he ſhould have an eaſy Commu- 
+ nication with him; that he ſhould drive out the Galleys, 


and all our Craft could come in, and lie with Safety with- 


in the Bar.“ ä | | 

Captain Warren's Surgeon came a-ſhore in one of the Boat 
which brought thoſe Letters, who told Colonel Yauder Duſſen, 
That his Captain had defired him to take the Diſtance of 
the Caſtle from the utmoſt Point by a Compaſs.” Accord- 
ingly the Colonel ſent a Party with him. Upon his Return 
he faid, It was Two Miles Diſtance from the Caſtle, and 


therefore not, fit for a Bomb-Battery,” 


Colonel Vander Duſſen wrote back to the General, © That 
he had received the Two Four-Pounders, but was obliged 
to drop them at High-Water Mark, *till he could get Pur- 


(meaning thoſe belonging to the Phenix expected round in 
the Tranſports) would be of little Service, the Galleys hav- 
< ing Nine-Pounders, which would keep out of their Reach;

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On the r3th,-.at, Break of Day, Colonel -Fander Dun 
ordered the Mortar (or Howitzer) and two Six-Pounders to 
be carried to the other Side of the Point, about a Mile off. 
The General ſent an Order over for the ony Boat which 
Colonel Vander Duſſen had to bring Proviſions or any Thing 
elſe aſhore, by one Mr. Lagy, who carried her away with- 
- out landing the Bed of the ee which was on board her. 
The Colonel therefore and Lieutenant - Colonel Cast, who 
took upon him the Management of the Artillery, were ob- 
liged to place the Mortar in the Sands. The Carriages of the 
Six-Paunders proved ſo bad, that they were obliged to place

Whilſt the Batteries were making, the Galleys were buſy 
firing at the General's Men on Anaſtatiag. ; 
At Eight o' Clock Lieutenant-Colonel Coo# threw a Bamb 
from the Mortar, which broke juſt over the Ca/tle, As the 
Battery was placed oppoſite to the Angle of one of the Ba- 
tions, it was ſome Time before they could bring any Guns 
to bear upon it; at laſt they threw a Twenty-four Pounds 
Shot. A Shell was returned. The Galleys were advanced 
towards the Point. The Siæx- Pounders were fired at them; FR 
one of which Shot falling a-croſs the Hawſe of the Admiral 
Galley, and the other in the Middle of them, they retired /* 
under the Caſtle. A reciprocal Fire was kept up between

Colonel N Duſſen, ſeeing the Province's Schooner 


(the Pearl commanded by Captain Tyrrel) and a great many 
other Veſſels come within the Bar, went over in a ſmall Ca- 


noe to Anaftatia, to confer with the General He found 
fome Eighteen Pounders landing for a Battery, to beat down 
the Town and deftroy the Galleys ; Two of which were car- 
ried by the Sailors to the Place where the ſame was intended 
en a hard Marſh about a Mile up, and one of them mounted. 
The Diſtance from the Caſtle was ſuch, being above a Mile 
and Half, that it was found by Experience they could not 
reach it. The General told Colonel Vander Duſſen that that 
Battery was only in order to have the Guns carried further 
to make a Battery in another Place much nearer; which 
Place he deſired him to go and ſee. Accordingly they went, 
and found it to be upon the Side of a Marſh about Two 
Miles from the Landing, and about a Mile from the Ca/tle. 
This Place was approved of. They fired briskly at them 
from the Caſtle, upon which they returned; and Colonel 
Vander Duſſen went over to his Camp at Point-Cartell. 

In the mean Time at Fort- Mooſa, Captain Palmer with 
his own and the Georgia Rangers (for Capt. McKay himſelf 
never went but once) and Jones with the Indians, made 0 
N | : curſions

curſions from thence every Day, ſometimes for Fifteen Miles 
round; and had drove up thither about One Hundred Horſes. 
At Nights they uſed to go out and alarm the Saniardt in 
St. Auguſtine. And particularly on the 12th, the GeneraPs 
Colours having been ſeen on Aza/fatia, Colonel Palmer that 
Night, purſuant to his Directions, with the Rangers and In- 
dians, and Captain McKay with ſome of the Highlanders, 
went out and. fired upon the Town. Colonel Palmer had 
conſtantly remained with the Rangers, without the Fort; 
and from Day to Day perpetually blamed Captain Me Intaſb 
and Captain McKay, who. with the reſt, {till remained with- 
in. He told them, The Spaniards from the Caſtle could count 
their Number almoſt to a Man ; and that they would, have 
their Thraats cut. They ſaid, There they had encamped, and 
that they would not move ; if the Enemy came the muſt fight. 
This daily produced Words between them. It did not ap- 
pear to the Men who had really the chief Command. The 
Colonel, McIntoſh, and McKay, were heard often to diſpute 
about it. The Two latter ſeem'd to carry equal Command, 
and to act alike in every Thing; and obſerved no Directions 
that the Colonel gave them, In particular he adviſed them 
70 riſe at Four o Cloct every Morning, and to fland to their 
Arms, He went himſelf every Morning before Day, ſome- 
time Twice, into the Fort to rouſe the Men up; but they 
little regarded it. Officers and Men would ſtill lie ſleeping. 
The Colonel often fell into a Paſſion on that Account, telling 
them, That he valued his Life no more than they did, but 
| they lay like Dogs to have their Throats cut. This produced 
a great deal of Difference. He often wiſhed himſelf away, 
For that he never ſaw ſuch Men in his Life ; That he had no 
Commiſſion to ſhew, and they did not regard his Advice, In 
this Situation, no Men being ſent over by the General, after 
he landed upon Anaſtatia, as he had promiſed, and not 
even hearing from him, Colonel Palmer ſaid, He could not 
concerve what the General meant by it, that he believed he had 
ent him there for à Sacrifice. And was frequently heard to 
complain, That they were left a Sacrifice by bim. 
In the Evening Eight Creek Indians more from the Na- 
tion came to Fort Mocſa. They enquired for the General; 
and, upon being told that he was then upon the Iſland Ana- 
fatia, ask'd, What they did there then ® Whether the Ge- 
neral had ſent them few Men againſt 17 Caſtle, with 
theſe little Guns of theirs? And faid, That they were Juf

On the Toth out One in the Morning, ſome of the 
Rangers, who: had been out to burn a Houſe doſe by the 


Town, dut it being very dark could not find it, 8 


Fort Moda; and feported, That they had heard the Span, 

Hidium dancing the War-dance, Thereupon Colonel Pal. 
fer ſaid they muſt expect a Brufh before Day; ordered them 
to He down, and take a Nap, and that he would awake 
them at Three or Four o Clock. Accordingly he did; and 


almoſt all the Ringers got up immediately and ſtood to their 


Arms. Then the Colonel went into the Fort, roufed them up, 


argued the Danger they were in, and adviſed them to ſtand 
to their Arms. But as ufual, not regarding him, moſt of 
them lay down again. This put him into a great Paſſion, 
and coming out, he ſaid, * That they did not know what: 
© they truſted to; That the Spaniards would furely at- 
© tack them after the Indian Manner,” And repeated, That 
the General had ſent them there for a Sacrifice. He ſtood 
fome Time after in the Gate-way talking with Jones. On 
a fudden one of the advanced Centimels called out, That there 
was @ Party of Men coming. Colonel Palmer called out

lauel ſaid, Are theſe the Men T have lo truſt io? I thought fo 
_M_ And betook himſelf to the Ditch. The Rangers, 
who were about twelve Yards without it, did the ſame; for 
the Colonel had before directed them in cafe of an Attack to 
do ſo; becauſe they would be in as much Danger from the 
ire of the Highlanders within the Fort, as from that of the 
Enemy without. Jones run into the Fort, and got all the 
Tadians together into One Flanker ; there being a great Hurry 
and. Confuſion amongſt the Men, ſome being dreſſed and 

ſome undreſſed. He went into every Flanker three Times, 
yet could not find Capt. McIntoſh, nor ſee any of the Sol- 
diers; but found Capt. Me Kay in one of them juſt got up, 
in his Shirt, with a ſmall Sword and a Musket ; whom he 
adviſed to ſupport the Gate with the Highlanders, but to no 
Purpoſe. In the mean Time the Enemy; attacking in dif- 
Erent Parties ruſhed on; and particularly endeavoured to 10 
ö elr

their Way into the Fort through the Gate. But it was ſo 


well defended, during a conſtant ſmart Fire on all Sides for 
a Quarter of an Hour, from the T'wo Flankers that com- 
manded that Side, and by Colonel Palmer in the Trench, who 
kept firing and encouraging the Men aloud, that they were 
epulſed twice. At length they came on again, Sword in 
Emil, and entered the Gate ; being led on by an Offcer 
whom Fones at his Entrance ſhot. At the ſame Time an- 
other Party entered one of the Breeches ; ſo that the Fort was 
at once full of Spaniards; it being then about Half an Hour 
before Day. Capt. McKay immediately jumped over into 
the Ditch with a ſmall Sword in his Hand, and adviſed all z 
ſhift for themſelves. Soon after McIntoſh was carried out 
Priſoner, © They continued within ſome Time at Ciub work, 
Cutting and Slaſhing as faſt as they could, till the Spaniards 
being evidently Maſters, all that were able jumped over on all 
Sides into the Ditch, and made the beſt of their Way off 
through the Enemy that ſurrounded the Fort. Amongſt which 
Fones with Six Indians jumping over were joined by Colo- 
nel Palmer's Two Sons (the Captain and his Brother) and 
another of the Rangers, who all together, firing as they 
marched and opening a Paſſage to themſelves through the 
Enemy, made their Eſcape; Captain Palmer, in particular, 
killing a Spaniſh Indian by the Way, who was juſt ready to 
knock down Fones. All this Time Colonel Palmer main- 
tained the Ditch where he was, though but with T2 of the 
Carolina Rangers by his Side. At length he was ſhot by one 
within the Fort. Bleeding inwardly very much, and at the

himſelf. The Party which attacked them conſiſted, accord-- 


1 to the leaſt Account given by Deſert:rs afterwards, of 


ree Hundred Men; chiefly For/ſadees, or Convicis, Negroes 
and Indians. But by the Account which ſeems to be the 


beſt, of Four Hundred and Fifty Men. Of which at leaſt as 
many were killed as of ours; with the Two principal OH- 


cers, (one of which was Commodore of the Gallas) and about 


as many wounded, 

About an Hour after Day-break, Lieutenant Cadogan, 
who had been ſent up to Fort Diego for the Two Mortars 
there, coming down the River, and ſeeing thoſe who had 


eſcaped by the Water-ſide waving to him, went and took 


into his Boat as many as he could : And a Boat, which Co- 
lonel Vander Duſſen ſent over as ſoon as the firſt that eſcaped 
had ſwam over to him, took in the reſt. The Galleys, per- 
ceiving thoſe Boats bringing over the People, moved up the 
River to intercept their Landing. But ſome Shot being fired 
at them, both from Point-Cartell and Anaſtatia, they re- 
tired under the Caſtle; and the People landed at Point-Car- 
tell. 5 | 

Colonel Vander Duſſen ſent an Expreſs immediately to 
Fort Diego to acquaint them with what had happened, that 
they might be upon their Guard, leſt the Spaniards ſhould 


furprize them. He alfo ſent an Account of this Aﬀair over 


to the General upon Anaſtatia, Soon after Lieutenant- Colo- 

nel Coo# himſelf went over to talk with the General. | 
The remaining Part of the Day every Thing reſted quiet 

on all Sides.

greed to. Capt. Warren going on board, the Commodore diſ-

© ledge.” Upon this, Capt. Warren returning on Shore, 
Colonel Vander Duſſen went with him on board the Commo- 
dore ; and, having argued the Neceſſity of attacking the Gal- 
teys, and that the Difficulty was not ſo great as they imagined, 
it was again agreed, * That it ſhould be put in ' 

© and that the Commedore's Lieutenant (Mr. Swanton) ſhould 
© go a-ſhore and take upon him the Command of the Attack.” 
But when thoſe Gentlemen came on Shore, new : Difficulties 
were again ftarted. Capt. Warren deſired Colonel Vander 
Duſſen, * To acquaint the Commodore what Aſſiſtance he could

1 the 5th, the Seamen were all taken off from the Wand, 
and carried a-board the Ships by their Officers. THosEk Men 
were paid by the General's Orders Twelve Pence Sterling per 
Diem zach, for their Aſſiſtance in landing and mounting the 
Artillery. Yet though Colonel Vander Duſſen (without whoſe 
Orders they bad landed them) ſollicited them hard to do it, 
they were permited only to draw off the two E:ghteen-Poun- 
ders from the lower Battery neareſt the Landing: One of 
which they left in a Boat, along-fide one of the Carolina Veſ- 
ſels, and the other they drop'd at low-Water Mark ; and Five 
Eigbteen-Pounders more lay up and down, which they had 
landed, but had never mounted. 

About Ten in the F orenoon, the General moving out of 
his Camp towards St. Auguſtine, a Body of about Three Hun- 
dred Horſe and Foot came out to meet him; but upon his 
advancing, and a Shell being thrown at the ſame Time from 
Point-Cartell, they only diſcharged their Pieces, and drove 
back again full Speed. 1 a ſhort Time they came out again, 
and kept firing, but at ſuch a Diſtance, that only Tua were 
ſlightly wounded. A ſmall Party of the Generals Men ad- 
vanced beating the Grenadier's March, very near to the Caſtle, 
upon which they all run in again as faſt as before. 

The General, being within Half a Mile of the Place un- 
der Cover of ſome Buſhes, asked Colonel Barnwell, + What 
he thought of his "RUSS whe Cpineſe (who was then = 
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© him) to go in; for that he had promiſed to return in Three 
Pays ?* To which the Colonel anſwered, That he had 
s often heard his Father ſay; never truft a Spaniard, nor be 
© afraid of an Indian.“ Then (faid the Genera!) I perceive 
you do not approve of it.. However, having added That 
< the letting go a fingle Priſoner was of no Conſequence, and 
© that the Enemy knew the Situation of Things by Deſerters,” 
He let the ſaid Diego Spinoſa go into Auguſtine, to the great 
Diſſatisfaction of all about him. As ſoon as ever he was in, 
the Caſtle begun to fire at the very Spot where the General's 
Men were, and obliged them to retreat. - 

At Night all the Men of War ſet fail, with very fair Wea- 
ther, except the Phenix and Tartar, the Carolina ſtationed 
Ships. | | 

At Midnight a Party of the General's Men, on the Main, 
alarmed the Town. 

The whole Night almoſt was ſpent on Anaſtatia in draw- 
ing down Artillery from the advanced Battery, about 'I'wo 
Miles, Juſt before Day, the Nine-Pounder and Two Mor- 
ters were got down. 

On the 6th, early in the Morning, one Benjamin Bailey 
(an Iriſhman, belonging to Major Colleton's Company, who 
had been helping to bring off the Artillery, and had ſeen the 
Guns diſmounted) was taken in the Marſh oppoſite to the 
Town, attempting to deſert over to the Galleys, by Fuly, a 
free Negro, who went with the Yeluntiers in this Expedition, 
and uſed to ſcout with ſome Negroes and Settlement Indians 
as their Captain. The Man being try'd by a Gourt- Martial, 
held by the Officers of the Carolina Regiment, was condemned 
to be ſhot the next Day, and the Sentence ſent to the General. 
About Forty- ſix _ of the Carolina Regiment were put 
on board a Veſſel, in order to be ſent home. | 
All this Day was ſpent in embarking Artillery and Stores of 
one Kind or other, | | 

Colonel Vander Dufſen wrote the following Letter to the

In the Evening, a Flag of Truce was ſent, inlike Manner 
as before, by Colonel Vander Duſſen, with a Letter from the

© Priſoners, might be uſed Well; and that he would pay for 
* what ſhould be allowed to them. An Anſwer was pro- 
miſed to be ſent the next Day. 

At Night, Two Eigbteen-Poaunders were drawn down from 
the advanced Battery on the land to the lower Battery. 

On the 7th, by Day-Break, One Eigbteen-Pounder more 
was drawn down. The Cafe fired upon the People at work. 
The other Eighteen-Pounder which remained, having been 
crack'd in firing, and not worth bringing off, was burſt and 
nailed. So that now every Thing was brought off from the 
edvanced Battery, | 

Colonel Vander Duſſen ſent the following Letter to our 
Lieutenant-Governor, by the Boat with the fic# Men.

The Sentence paſſed the Day before upon Bayley, having 
been approved of by the General, at Ten o' Clock the Ca- 
rolina Regiment was by the Colonel's Orders under Arms, 
Soon after, the Man was ſbot; having firſt confeſſed That 
he died defervedly ; for, the whole Artillery being either ſhip-, 
ped, drawn off, or diſmounted, and the Proviſions, &c. put 
on board, the Enemy's coming at the Knowledge of it, at 
that Jundiure, muſt have of fatal Conſequence to the Re- 
giment. Colonel Vander Duſſen having at this Fundure, 
perceived an Inclination to de/ert in ſome others, that either 
had Maſters to return to, or were in Debt in Carolina, cauſed, 
the whole Regiment to paſs by the dead Body, Man by Man, 
and to return to their Places ; then going to the Head of the 
Regiment made a ſhort and proper Speech upon the Oc- 
caſion. 

The Baggage and ſome of the Guns were put on board; in 
which Capt. Tyrrel was of great Service in the Aſſiſtance he

A great Storm of Thunder, Lightning and Rain- coming 
up, the Province's Schooner's Maſt was much damaged, and 
her Flag at the Top-Maſt-Head ſtruck down. The Flag at 
the Zo9k-Out was alſo ſtruck down at the ſame Time. 

In the Evening the Flags , Truce met, and an Anſwer

Late in the Evening he ſtrucſ the 
Reſt of the Tents and ſent them on board: Then the Regi- 
ment was drawn up, and lay on their Arms, The Pro- 
vince's Schooner, and all the Reſt of the Veſſels and Boats, 
were ordered by the Colonel, to fall down to the Bar, and 
lie there ready to go over in the Morning. 1 
On the gth, between Two and Three in the Morning, 
Colonel Vander Duſſen marched down to the Water: ſide with 
all the Regiment, except his o Company and the Company 
of Granadiers; and having ſeen them embark in good Order, 
he then ſent for thoſe other Two Companies, and ſaw them 
alſo embark, alittle after Sun-riſe, without the leaſt Confuſion.

The Colonel had ordered the Drums of the Two laſt Com- 
panies to beat the Reveillie, and the Sentries to paſs the Nord; 
which deceived the Enemy. But by that Time the Sun was 
up, not ſeeing the Engliſb Colours nor any of our People, they 
fred from the.

Colonel Vander 
ſeeing Captain Fanſhaw and Captain Totunſpend under Sail, 
went aboard, and deſired them to Ray till Night and convoy 
the Graft to dt. Fohn's ; which they did. Then he ordered 
all the Craft to fail in the Evening with them, except Two 
Row. Boats to go along ſhore and attend the Regiment with 
Proviſions, 

In the mean while, the General (who had gone from Point. 
Cartell over to his Camp near Mocſa in the Morning, a little 
before Colonel Vander Dufſen's Arrival) ſent over Orders to 
Captain Dunbar and Enſign Mace To BURN AND DE- 
© STROY every Thing that they could not carry away, and 
© to retire to St. Zohn's,* Captain Dunbar, returning to 
the General, left Enſign Mace commanding Officer; who, 
in the Evening, put thoſe Orders in Execution. He began 
with burning the Pettiaugua; then he burnt above One Hun- 
dred Pounds Sterling's Worth of Provißons (which the Gene- 
ral, having purchaſed a ſhort Time before from a New-York 
Sloop had landed there) conſiſting of Bread, Flour, Hams, 
Cheeſe, Butter, Beer, Sc. The Soldiers were loth to part with 
the Liquor, and therefore drank very heartily of it. In that 
Plight they burnt next their Cloaths, ſpare Maskets, &c. One 
of the Arms being loaded diſcharged in the Fire, and ſhot 
Enſign Mace in the Thigh. The Three Six- Pounders be- 
longing to the Phenix they buried in the Sands. All this 

Time Two of their own Row-Boats lay there empty; but they 
got cut, and it ſeems never ſtopped till they got to St. Johns. 
Having made this Hawvork, the Soldiers (leaving every Thing 
behind them) marched, or rather rambled, over at Night 
into the Carolina Camp, very merry. 

About the fame Time the General retiring kl his _ 
ment from. his Camp near Fort- Acoſa, marched off (as | 
expreſſes it) with Drums beating and Colours flying. 


Cplgac! Vander Duſſen coming aſhore, and being _ 
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of what had been acted at the Point, faid, That if they 
had applied to him he would have carried off their Provi- 
© ſions.” About Midnight he ſent a Party of his Regiment 
to their Camp at the Point, which they had quitted, | 

On the 1oth, before Day, that Party brought off ſeveral 
Swivel Guns, Hand Granado's, Shovels, Pick-Axes and 
many other Things, which were all put on board the Colonel's 
two Row- Boats, together with the wounded Zn/ign. The Co- 
lonel cauſed the Reveillie to be beat. The GeneraPs Men ſet 
off along the Beach for St, John's, being about Thirty-five 
Miles Diſtance. = I 
At Nine o' Clock the Carolina Regiment followed, having 
been detain'd *till that Time in fetching one Thing or other 
from the Point, which the General's People had left there. 
Thus nothing was left at that Place,- but the Three Guns 
which they had buried in the Sands. 

The Regiment got to the firſt Palmeta-Hut, being the 
firſt watering Place, about Two o' Clock. It being a very 
hot Day, they halted there till the Dusk of the Evening; 
when they marched again, and halted at the ſecond watering 
Place, being a little better than Half- Way to St. John's. 
The General halted this Evening, with his Regiment at a 
Place called the Grove, and 
On the 11th, in the Morning, he got to Fort-Diego. 

The Carolina Regiment at Break of Day marched again, 
and about Ten o' Clock got to St. John's River; where they 
found all the Craf? ſafe arrived, and encamped about half a 
Mile nearer to the Sea than before, The Weather being 
very hot, and but Two or Three watering Places in all this 
long ' March, though upon a fine Beach, many of the Men 
that were grown weak, and had not been able to keep up with 
the Regiment, came in afterwards. 

In the Evening an Expreſs to Colonel Vander Duſſan from 
the General arrived there from Fort-Diego, to know whether 
he had got ſafe there. This Expreſs inform'd him that the 

General marched from _ the Night before he left Point- 
Cartell, Colonel Vander Buſſen ſent the following Letter to

SIR, Camp in Florida 19th of Fuly, 1740. 
2 TO ſatisfy our Friends, though I have but very little 
a Time, I ſhall trouble you with a long Letter, which 
© I believe will clear up al OBJzcTions concerning the 
Management of the preſent Expedition. | 

* Auguſtine cannot be cloſely ſhut up, without dividing 
© the Troops that BESIEGE IT. There muſt be one Party 
© on the Main, one on St. Anaſtatia, and one on Cartell ; 
© which I could not execute till the Seas ſpared the Two Hun- 
© dred for the [/land. You muſt remember I mentioned, 


that Auguſtine was ſcarce of Food, the Intrenchment round 


the Town weak, and the Garriſon not compleated, I there- 
< fore inſiſted to attack it immediately, ſince all Hopes of 
© Succeſs lay in Speed; and that as I apprehended, if we de- 
© layed, Succours would come from Cuba, they would for- 
« tify the Town, fill up their Non- effectives, the Seaſon of 
© the Year would force the Men of War into Harbour, and 
© the Heat would occaſion Sickneſs amongſt ours: All which 
© has happened. After I left Charles-Town, and before the 
* Troops got to the Rendezvous, Six Half-Galleys, with long

© could not afford. The Commodore and Officers of his Ma- 
© 7efty's Ships helped us at this dead Lift; they landed the 
© Guns and Mortars upon the and, which they could not 
© do upon the Main. The Commodore and the Sea-Officers 
© agreed with me, that they would attack the Galleys ; which 


© if taken, was to be followed by Colonel Vander Duſſen at- 


© tacking the Town on the J/ater-/zde, at the fame Time as 
I was to attack it on the Land. I accordingly went on 
© the Main; if the Town had been carried, and the People 
© forced into the Caſtle, the Bombs would have forced the 
* Cafile ſoon to ſurrender ; and till then the People retired to 
© the fartheſt Part of the Town. Whilſt the Half Galleys 
were untaken, it was impoſſible to attack the Town on the 
Mater-ſide; and the Fortifications were ſo increafed ſince 
anuary laſt, that there was no pretending to attack-it 'on 
the Land-/ide, without its being at the ſame Time ſtorm- 
ed on the other, The Commodore acquainted me that the 
Council of War found it impracticable to attack the 'Half- 
Galleys ; and that they were obliged to leave the Coaft on 
the 5th of July, and that ſeveral Veſſels loaded with Pro- 
viſions, were got into the Metanſas for the Spantards. © » 
Colonel Vander Duſſen made ſeveral HanDsomE PRo- 
pos ALs, to which I refer you. The Indians were tired 
with the Heats and bad Weather, and reſolved to return 
Home. I was obliged to give very large Sums, to get them 
to ſtay a few Days. Our Men grew unhealthy, fo that 
the Returns of the Sich have amounted to Fiſiy of a Day. 
The Place our Craft lay in, within the Bar of Augu/tine, 
was expoſed to Eaſterly Winds, which now begin to grow 
dangerous. And, conſidering every Thing, I thought the 
only ſafe Way was to remove; and to embark the Can- 
non, Mortars, &c. to ſend them into ſafe Harbour, and 
keep the Field, and wait till we could hear what Suc- 
cours towards taking the Town could be hoped for. Colo- 
nel Coo and Colonel Vander Duſſen got every Thing on 
board from Anaſtatia, and all the Craft came in fate hi- 
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© ther. After the Craft were ſailed Colonel Vander Duſſen 


© landed, by my Orders, on Point-Cartell, and marched 


from thence to St. John's. I marched at firſt towards the 
| « Town, 


own, then turned and encamped Three Miles from it; 
„the next oy I marched about Seven Miles more, and' 


| © halted that Night, to ſee if I could draw them to venture 
© any Men out from Auguſtine; and the next Day to Fort 
St. Diego, where a Party of their Horſe, Negroes and In- 
© dians, attempting to purſue us, were charged and beaten; 
© one Spaniſh Horſeman taken, and two [ndians killed, and 
© the Reſt ran very faſt to the Town. I joined Colonel Van- 
der Duſſen at this Camp, where we are in a Condition, at 
any Time, to march back Augu/tine, if Strength ſufficient 
* ſhould arrive, having all our Provi/ions and Artillery ready 
© on board the Craft. . 1 
It is abſolutely neceſſary if Auguſtine is not taken, to pur- 
© ſue ſome Meaſures to reſtrain the Half-Galleys ; for the 
© Miſchief they can do along the Coaſt is inconceivable. 
With Reſpect to the Affair at Mooſa, J fend Depoſitions, 
© by which you will find that the Occaſion of loſing that 
Party, was the DISoBEYING MY ORDERs, And Mr. 
Palmer is miſtook in many Parts of his Account.

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On the 20th, in the Morning, the GeneraFs Party return- 
ed from the Palmeta Hut to the Camp, having loſt a Ser- 
jeant, Corporal, and Three Men, who deſerted. while they

On the 21ſt, the General's Men threatued to go away in 
whole Parties, if they were not carried back ; which obliged 
him to embark them all in the Evening (except his Body- 
Guard) and ſent them over to St. George's Iſland, from whence 
he ordered them to go to Frederica. | 

On the 22d, in the Morning, the General's Regiment 
having ſtruck their Flag at Fort St. George, marched off to- 
wards ; Frederica. 

Colonel Vander Duſſen ſtill remained with the n 
| Regiment on the Spaniſh Side of St. Fohn's River, waiting for 
Orders from our Lieutenant Governor, and the Arrival of 
Falker's Schooner (fearing ſhe might paſs by, and, expect- 
ing to find him at St. Auguſtine, fall into their Hands z) and 
alſo to protect ſome Men, whom the General ſent up to de- 
ſtroy Fort Pupa, on the North Side. 

In the Evening Ju came into the Camp with the Indians, 
and gave Information, that they had met with the Tracks of 
ſeveral Spaniſh Indians; whereupon they were ordered to keep 

out 


cout all Night, and the Regiment to be under Arms (as they'. 

were there every Morning) at Three o'Clock in the Morning. 

On the 23d, the Regiment was accordingly under Arms 

at Three in the Morning: And at Sun-riſe the Company of 
Grenadiers march round the Camp, at ſome Diſtance in the 
Woods; and found ſeveral freſh Tracks of Indians, who had 
been at the Creek behind the Camp that Morning, but faw 
none of the. 1 : 

In the Afternoon all the Baggage was ordered aboard. 
On the 24th, in the Morning, Four of the Creek Indians 
that were taken Priſoners at Fort Meſa, came into the 
Camp at St. Fohn's. The Governor of Auguſtine had given 
them their Liberty, and Preſents, in order to make that Na- 
tion his Friends: And had diſpatched them with Letters to 
the Governor and others at St. Francis or St. Mar#s, giving 
him a particular Account, of all that had happened; and how 
St. Roſana had protected them, in a moſt miraculous Man- 
ner, from the Engliſbd. For, * That when the Blockade was 
* raiſed, they had but three Days Proviſion of Bread and 
Flower in the Caſtle.” And acquainted him, That in caſe 
© the War continued, it would be very neceſſary to have more 
Indians of their Party.” V . 
The Men whom the General had ſent to deſtroy Fort 
Pupa being returned, Colonel Vander Duſſen embarked all 
= Regiment on board the Carolina Craft in order to return

On the 25th, all the Veſſels weighed Anchor to go over the 
Bar; but only the Province Schooner and a few others got out. 
On the 26th, all the reſt of the Veſſels got over St. Tobn's 
Bar, and having joined the others Colonel Vander Duſſen ſet 
ſail with the Whole for St. Simon's, in order to ſupply them 
with Water there, (That at St. John's being ſcarce fit to 
drink) and alſo to take in the Guns belonging to Carolina, 
which had been ſhipped off at Anaſtatia, on board ſome of 
the General's Veſſels.

On the 27th, at Four in the Afternoon, all the Veſſels ar- 

rived at the Camp at St. Simon's, where the found the Tartar 
Man of War: And Colonel Vander Dufſen received by the

Colonel Vander Duſſen ſent the following Letter to our

On the 3d of Auguſt, the Regiment being re-embarked, all 
the Veſſels ſet fail from St. Simon's; and having been obliged 
by contrary Winds to put into Savanna River, where they 
lay from the 6th to the 12th. TT 
On the 13th, they all arrived ſafe at Charles-Town; Four- 
teen Men having come back leſs than went out, viz. Seven 
died of the Flux ; One of the Quinſey ; Four by different 
Accidents ; One (a New-England Man) deſerted ; and One 
(an Iriſb Man) ſhot for attempting to deſert; but as it pleaſ- 
ed Gop, not a Man of the Regiment having been killed by 
the Enemy. - | | 
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| TO. your Committee have made a faithful Narrative to 
| the Houſe, of the Manner, in which the Expedition 
againſt St. Auygufiine, was conducted. In which, that the 
Houſe might have the fulleſt Information poſſible, they have 
not omitted the Tranſaction of any one Day, that hath come 
to their Knowledge. The many Days, which contain only 
Things that may appear _/ingly of little Importance to have 
been related, perhaps, will be thought all together to afford 
not the moſt trifling Obſervation. And tho' your Committee 
are fully ſenſible, that after this plain State of Facts, they 
muſt be anticipated in any Thing that they can further ſay; 
yet, as it is their Duty, they will now point out to the Houſe, 
what they conceive to be the principal, and moſt apparent

Cauſes, of the 10 Succeſs that attended this moſt extrayrd;. 
nary Expedition z which proved to have all the Advantages in 
its Favour, which this Province pleaſed itſelf with the Ex. 
pectation of, when it engaged therein, They will alſo, with 
as much Brevity as poſſible, add ſuch Obſervations upon the 
whole Affair, as appear to them proper. 5 
And here your Committee beg leave previouſly to obſerve, 
that, as they were not bred Soldiers, ſo they do not pretend 
to much Knowledge of Military Aﬀairs, as they are under- 
ſtood to be an Art or Science; yet, as there is no Science 
whatever, the Rules of which are not founded upon and 
agreeable to Rea/on, ſo your Committee making uſe. of that 
Share of Reaſon only, which God hath been graciouſly pleaſed 
to deal out in common to all Mankind, will (as they think 
they have a Right to do) freely diſcuſs and cenſure thoſe Steps, 
which have been taken in this Expedition, that ſeem to them 
repugnant thereto. y 


Your Committee cannot help taking Notice, firſt, of one or 
two Steps, which, tho' taken by the General, prior to this 
Government's having actually engaged to aſſiſt him in an 
Expedition, and while he was only treating about it, yet 
drew after them a Conſequence of the utmoſt Importance af- 
terwards to the Succeſs thereof, The one was, his landing 
in Florida (as hath been obſerved that he adviſed our Lieute- 
nant G nor the 29th December) upon ſome Spaniards hav- 
ing killed Two of his People upon Amelia, and purſuing them 
within a few Miles of Auguſtine, where the Indians then with 


him killed one Negro. Muſt not this Action have given 


a great Alarm to the Governor of that Place? Was it prudent 
in the General, on fo flender an Occafion, to land himſelf 
in Perſon in an Enemy's Country, at a Time when he was 
pteparing to make an Invaſion in Form? The other Step 
was (as hath been obſerved alſo that he adviſed the Lieute- 
nant Governor the 23d January following) his attacking and 
taking, on the 8th of that Month, two little Spaniſb Forts on 
the River of St. Fohn's, viz. St. Francis de Pupa, on the 
North Side (where he eaſily took indeed a few Priſoners, and 
left a Garriſon it ſeems of about Forty Men) and P:c/ata 
on the South Side, from whence the Men there as catily 
made their Eſcape to St. Auguſtine, which is but about V%. 

teen Miles from it. This gave fo great an Alarm that (as it 
appeared by Letters, which after this Province had agreed to 
aſſiſt the General in an Expedition, Captain Warren found 
on board the fel that he took, bound from St. A 
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to Cuba) the Governor of St. Auguſtine ſent an Account there- 
of to Cuba; adding, That he 2xpefted a Siege, and preſſed

ba | this was, beſides a Supply of Proviſions, the Arrival of the ſix 
Half-Galleys, which make fo great a Fignre in the Narra- 


tive z which employed the Attention of our Forces more than 
the Caſile, and kept them under perpetual nightly Alarms to 
| defend themſelves, This appears by the Generals Letter 
| (which your Committee have recited in their Narrative) dated 
the 19th of July paſt, wherein he ſays, After I left Charles. 
| © Town, and. before the Troops got to the Rendezvous, fix 
« Half-Galleys with long Braſs Nine-Pounders got into St. 
« Auguſtine, with Two Sloops loaded with Proviſions.“ T he 
General's Conduct, in thoſe T wo Actions, appears to your 
Committee the more extraordinary, as they obſerve, that in the 
very firft Letter (dated the 27th of September) which he 
wrote to the Lieutenant Governor upon the Subject of this 
Expedition, he preſſes his Honour, That they might begin with 
the Siege of St. Auguſtine, before more Troops arrived there 
Ven Cuba, Ougbt he then to have taken any one Step, 
| that could be ſuppoſed ſufficient to put the Governor of that 
Place, upon ſending for Succours ? - 
* Though the Mind, being long entertain'd with ſomething 
different from what it expected, and carried away inſenſibly 
by a Scene of Action from its firſt Object, is apt to loſe Sight 


5 of it; yet your Committee think it in a Manner needleſs to 
4 remind the Houſe, of the Footing upon which the Expedition 
R againſt St. Auguſtine was engaged in by this Government, It 
- is impoſſible that any Member of this Hæuſe can have forgot it. 


A vigorous and supDEN ATTACK was to be made upon the 
Teton; if that was carried upon the fir? Surprize, and the 
? People forced into the Caſle, then we were immediately to 
| bombard it, and keep out any Supply of Provifions. 'Therein 
all our Hepes and Dependance were placed! If that Attempt 
1 then to lay Siege to the Place in Octaber following; 
till when, a Thing of that Nature was not propoſed to be 
put in Execution ; the Preparations not calculated for it ; not 
even Cannon for a Battery, fo much as mentioned in the Ge- 
neral's Eſtimate. Thoſe Fighteen-Pounders which did go 
were ſent by the Lieutenant Governor to be ready at Hand, in 
Cafe fuch a Thing ſhould be wanted, and found to be of Ser- 
vice, Yet any one unacquainted with this, and hearing only 
the Narrative which your Committee have made of the _—_— 
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of the Expedition, could not poſſibly conceive that any ſuch 
ſudden Attempt was ever propoſed, much leſs concerted and 
agreed on. 

It is obvious, to the greateſt Degree, that from the Time 
the General left Charles-Town, to that memorable Day, when 
he fhewed himſelf with the Forces before St. Auguſtine, every 
Step he took, every Thing he did, tended manifeſtly to alarn 
tbe Place before-hand, and to prevent that Surprize upon which 
our chief Hopes of Succeſs depended. As ſoon as ever he got 
Himſelf to the Place of Rendezvous appointed, where he had 
agreed with the different Commands to concert Meaſures, be. 
fore the , Commodore of his Majeſty's Ships, before Colonel 
Vander Duſſen that had the chief Command of the Careling 
Forces, or any one Fteld-Officer of either Regiment, arrive 
there, he paſſes directly over St. John's River into Florida, 
with what Men only he had then, marches away about 
Twenty- five Miles (above half Way to St. Auguſtine from 
thence) to attack a little Palliſado- Hort upon a Cow-pen, 
within about T'wenty-Miles of St. Auguſtine; which having 
been ſurrendered to him upon Articles, he ſpends about Thr: 
Weeks more with as remarkable Slowneſs, in doing Nothing, 
but ſending out Parties towards Auguſtine to reconnoitre, and 
Parties back to St. John's to fetch daily Proviſions, chiefly on 
their Backs. During all this Time, the Spaniards at St. 
Auguſtine had frequent Opportunities, of knowing both the 
Arrival, and the Number of the Forces. For the very Day 
the General had the above Fort ſurrendered to him, a Party 
of Spanyh Horſe and Foot came in Sight, and returned back 
to St. Auguſtine; he himſelf Four Days afterwards purſued 
ſome Spaniſh Indians (that ſhot one of his Servants) within 
Sight of St. Auguſtine; at which Time alſo another Party of 
Spaniſh Horſe and Foot diſcovered him and retired ; ſome of 
the Priſoners which he had taken in Fort-Diego' made their 
Eſcape from Boats which they were put on board of at St. 
Fobn's; and Two more of thoſe Priſoners he ſent into St, 
Auguſtine himſelf, with Letters, it ſeems, to encourage the 
Men of that Garriſon to deſert to him, upon a Promiſe of 
good Uſage, Sc. However at laſt he marched from Fort. 
Diego, with all the Forces, to St. Auguſtine; and on the 2d 
of June, before Day, halted within Two Miles of it. All 
the Men of Var, in Number Seven, had ſhewn themſelves 
the Day before off the Bar. AT THLSs Time then it was 
to be expected, that he ſhould have endeavonred to puſh intl 


the Town, and force the Inhabitants into the Caſtle; But 
| N | we 
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we are moſt ſuprizingly told, That he went in this Manner, 
only to reconnoitre the Place] (Indeed he did not jo much 
as carry a Mortar with him, and ſcarce any Ammunition or 
Proviſion.) And when Colonel Palmer, who bad the moſt 
Knowledge of the Place, offered to head a Party of Men, 
and to go in and burn the Town, the General, in a moſt 
amazing Manner, tells him That was 0 hazardous an 
£ Afion; that he knew what he had to do; That it was the 


© Cuſtom of Armies always to ſhew themſelves to the Enemy 


« firſt; and to mike a Feint.” Your Committee are really at 
2 Loſs for Words to expreſs their Senſe on this Occaſion. 


What? Did the General never think before, how: hazar- 
dous this Action was to be? Or if he did, and thought it 700 


hazardous, why did he lead this Government into ſo great and 
needleſs an Expence ? Did not evrey Man that went from this 
Province, go voluntarily with the Expectation of running 
ſuch a Hazard! What could the General defire more, than 
a whole Regiment of Men willing to enter upon ſuch an 
Action? Your Committee are unacquainted with Feints, and 
many other Things in the Rules of War ; but they cannot 
reconcile it to their Reaſon, That any General, who really 
intends to ſurprize a Place, ſhould firſt bring all his Forces 
before it, then march off again, as Ours did, with Drums 
beating and Colours flying 

Can any greater Cauſe be aſſigned for the ill Succeſs of the 
Expedition than this already given? Your Committe think 


not. Though ſo much Alarm had been given before, yet it 


appears that on Sight of our Forces the Town was put into 
the utmaſt Confuſion; and in all Probability muſt have been 


taken: Beall, by the Information of De/erters, the Gover- 


nor had ordered the Inhabitants in Caſe of an Attack to go into 
the Caftle., Our Men were deſirous to attack it, and though 
by that Time they had been too much fatigued with Marches, 
yet they were never in better Spirit or Condition for it after- 
wards, And what is very remarkable, the General! knew fo 
well the Benefit of a Surprize, that in the Cloſe of the Ex- 
pedition after all the Forces had retreated to St. Fohn's, he 
propoſed to march back again in One Day to St. Auguſtine to 

ſurprixe it. | 5 
The General's landing at the Mouth of St. John's, was fol- 
lowed by very ill Conſequences. The Di/fance from thence 
to St. Augu/tine appears to have been about Forty-five Miles; 
and the Road fo bad that, after making many Cauſeys with 
much Labour over Creeks and Marſh Ground, in order to 
draw along one Hur-Peunder, he was at laſt obliged to 
1 0 Ty leave 
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leave it on the Way. Whereas the Diſtance from Picolata 
to St. Auguſtine is reckoned but about Fifteen Miles, and the 
Road very good. At that Place the General, 'tis well known 
to your Committee, was adviſed when he was here, by thoſe 
who were acquainted with it, to land his Forces. And it 
appears, by the Examination of Colonel Barnwell, * That 
he had not forgot that Advice, but did not approve of it, 
© leſt the leaving Sight of the Men of War ſhould diſcourage 
* his Men.“ Your Committee can eaſily enough apprehend 


that the leaving Sight of the Men of War, en a Retreat, 


might diſcourage Men ; but they can't conceive, how it was 
poſſible, that a ſhort Separation from Men of War, which 
they knew to be near at Hand, and in no Danger at that 
Time to be blown off by bad Weather, ſhould diſcourage 
Men that were going to act offenſively ! Nor can they think 
there was any Prudence in the Genera/s preferring a March 
of Forty-five to Fifteen Miles, in fo warm a Climate, and at 


ſuch a Seaſon of the Year ; and where very little, and that 


the Worſt of Vater, was to be had, The Time the Men 
were employed in Conſt quence of this Step, in being obliged 
to fetch Proviſions from the Craft Twenty-five Miles at a 
Time on their Backs, was very conſiderable, - And the Men 
were ſo exceſſively fatigued in doing this, together with other 
Marches, that it is not to be imagined they were fit for 
Action, with an equal Number of freſh Men. 

Hewever your Committee apprehend that thoſe wrong Steps, 
great as they were; might have been made Amends for after- 
wards, though in another Manner. They will therefore 
take Notice of the other Cauſes of the ill Succeſs attending the 

It hath been obſerved already, that the General left the 
Place of Rendezvous, before the Commodore or Colonel Vander 
Duſſen got to it; ſo that nothing was concerted between the 
different Commands at the fi ſetting out. And it appears, 
by the Examinations of the Colonel and. Lieutenant Colonel of 
the Carolina Regiment, that the General never called any one 
Council of Yar during the whole Expedition afterwards, Nay 
the moſt important Step he took, and which proved the me/t 
Fatal (that is his leaving the Main and going off to the Iſland 
Anaſtatia) he did not make known to Colonel Fander Du/- 
ſen, till after he was actually embarked ; notwithſtanding 
that he wrote to him the very Day before, upon ſome other 
Affair: And though he did the Day before communicate by 
Leiter to Lieutenant Colonel Cos, his Intention of going 


on board a Man of War, yet it is oblervable that That _ 
| | 7 tleman 
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tleman in his Letter to Colonel Vander Duſſen ſays The 
General had let him no further into the Secret of his Expe- 
« dition,” A very extraordinary Thing indeed]! When it is 
conſidered, that This was the principal, a very worthy, and 
and the moſt experienced Officer he had about him (though 
ſeldom to be found neat his Perſon throughout the Expedition) 


and whoſe Preſence therein, particularly as an Engineer, was 


not the leaſt Inducement this Government had to engage in it. 
'Tis true, the General ſeems to have paid a great Regard to 
the Opinion of a Council of War, held on board the Men of 
War, the 5th of June, which declared“ The taking Pol- 


_ © ſeflion of Anaſtatia neceſſary towards the Reduction of St. 


* Auguſtine, and offered to land T wo Hundred of their Men 
© jif the General would land alſo Two Hundred of his.“ In 
Conſequence of which, he ſeems to have taken that fatal Step. 
But though they were the beſt Judges of what was neceſſary 
to ſtop all Communication by Sea, yet they can by no Means 
be allowed to be Judges of what was further neceflary towards 
the Reduction of the Place: And he ought ſurely to have taken 
and preferred the Opinion of the Land Officers thereon. Indeed 


When the General found himſelf embarraſſed on the and, 
and every Thing was at a Stand, there was by Colonel 
Vander Duſſen's Means a Sort of accidental Conference 


between the General, the Commodore, himſelf, and the Cap- 
tains of the Men of War then on ſhore ; wherein the General 
did go ſo far, as to ask them What was to be done in the 
6 preſent Situation of Affairs?' The Reſult of which hath 
been largely related. And afterwards when the Men of War 
were about to leave him, he writes to Colonel Vander Duſſen 
(Zoth of June) to give him his Advice * What were the 
* beſt Meaſures to be taken in Caſe the Galleys ſhould not be 
attacked.“ But this ſeems to have been calculated only for 
his being juſtified in doing what he then intended to do; in 


Caſe the Colonel ſhould adviſe him thereto. For, when Co- 


lonel Vonder Duſſen afterwards in his Letter (of the 4th of 
Juh) had told him That he did not apprehend their Caſe 
to be ſo bad as to leave their Affairs in the Manner he had 
* ſignified;* and adviſed him in what Manner to continue the 
Blockade, The General in Anſwer thereto, the ſame Day, 
* Thanks him for giving his Opinion,” and tells him His 
* Advice would always have a great Weight with him :* But 
at the ſame Time orders himipoſitively © To bring off the Troops. 
Tr is manifeſt that, notwithſtanding the Supply of Proviſions 
which the Governor of St. Auguſtine received with the Gal- 
leys before the General appeared before it, the Place was fill 
in very great Want of more, which was 4nown to him; and 


BY it 
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it no Way appears, that there was any Addition to the uſual 
Number of Men, but what came in thoſe Galleys, which 
muſt have been about two Hundred. If then the General, 
not willing to. hazard his Men, by attacking the Town, had 
had been content only with keeping it cloſe blockaded a few 
Weeks with all his Forces on the Main, whilſt the Men of 
War (who had undertaken to do it) prevented any Supply of 
Proviſions by Sea; a ſpeedy Surrender muſt have enſued. No- 
thing can be more certain ; becauſe the Governor in his Let- 
ters ſent to the Governor of St. Mar#'s acknowledged, that 
© he had but Three Days Proviſion of Bread and Flour left, 
« when our Forces withdrew.” Inſtead of doing This, we find 
the General, in a ſudden Manner, embarked with his own Re- 

giment, and about One Hundred Indians, on board the Men 
of War ; leaving Colonel Vander Duſſen with the Carolina 
Regiment, then at Point-Cartell; Lieutenant Colonel Cook 
with about Fifty Men of his Regiment, at St. John's, in 
Charge of ſome of the Artillery; a Serjeant and a few Men 
at the Palmeta-Hut, to take Care of what elſe he had left 
there; about Fifty Men in Garriſon at Diego; and One 
Hundred and Thirty-three Men, Whites and Indians, on 
their March to retake Poſſeſſion of Fort Mooſa, alarm the 
Spaniards in St. Auguſtine, and blockade them on the Main, 
This being the Diſpeſition of the Forces; having with the 
Addition of Two Hundred Seamen alſo, landed and made a 
Congueſt (as he calls it) of the Iſland Anaſtatia (where there 
was not a Man to oppoſe him) after great Delay, T wo Bat- 
teries are raiſed oppoſite to the Town and Caſtle, and a great 
many Shells are thrown, and E:ghteen Pounders fired: But 
the Diflance ſuch all to no Purpoſe! The Shot but juſt go 

acroſs the River; the Shells fall moſtly ſhort, or burſt in the 

Air; Notice is given by the ringing of a Bell, whenever any 

are thrown, the People retire without the Town; and the 

ſmall Party on the Main being cut off, the Inhabitants are 
daily ſeen going in and out of the Town, fetching Cattle; 
the Batteries are declared by the Engineer, to be of no Ser- 
vice; and at laſt no longer thought ſo by the General himſelf. 

Hence he ſeems to have thought of new Meaſures ; and we 

find him writing to his Honour, the Lieutenant Gcnernor, in 

his Letter dated the 16th of une, That he could not BE- 

* SIEGE the Town and Caſtle, with fo ſmall a Force; and 

* wiſhes for more Men. And in that of the 24th of June 

ſolliciting for more Men and Walker's Schooner ;' and in 

that of the 3oth of une, That he greatly wanted an A 

* fitance of Men,” And afterwards, in That of the 19th of 
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Juh, written in Vindication of his Conduct, he ſays, - That 


© Auguſtine could not be cleſely ſhut up, without dividing the 


« Troops that beſieged it; Thereby amuſing us with a Word, 
as if it was actually a SIEGE that he had undertaken. 


To fhew that the Diſpoſition which the Genera! made of 
the Troops was not proper either for a Siege or Blockade (as 


well as to illuſtrate ſome other Things) Your Committee have 
annexed to their RxrORT. a Plan of the Field of Action; 
By which it will readily be ſeen, by the moſt careleſs and in- 


different Eye, that the different Forces could not timely aſſiſt 


or ſupport one another, in caſe of an Attack. And that the 
General might have thrown Shells and fired Cannon for ever 


zo no Purpoſe. It hath been obſerved, that the Walls of the 


Caſtle were built with ſoft Stone, or rather Cement of Shells 
and Sands, cut out of the Earth in Squares; and ſuppoſing 


even that with the Battering Cannon the General could, at 


that Diſtance, acroſs ſo wide a River, have made a Breach 
in thoſe Walls; what could have followed next, but to tand 
and look at it? | 
Notwithſtanding this Conduct of the General, the Expe- 
dition would in all Probability have ſucceeded at laſt, by meer 


good Fortune; the Spaniards not having had the Spirit to at- 


tack any of our Forces, under all their Diſadvantages (for thoſe

However leaves 
it to the mature Deliberation of the Gentlemen of the Sea and 
Land Service on Shore. They, having had a Conference, 


agree that the Galleys ſhall be attacked, provided there is Wa- 
ter enough in the Staſb oppoſite to the Caſile for the Boats 


to paſs ; but at the very ſame Time (on the 26th of Fane) 
the Commodore, having called a Council of War a- board, ſends 
a Letter a- ſnore That it is thought impracticable, With- 
out aſſigning any Reaſons ; and immediately makes a Signal 
to the Phenix, which lay at the Metanſas, to leave the ſame 
and join him: Although Deſerters from Auguſtins had given 
an Account, that ſome Veſſals were expected from the Ha- 
vanna with Proviſions; and though he had before ſent the 
Province Schooner (which was bought by the Lieutenant-Go- 
vernor on pur poſe to lie at the Metanſas, and put under his 
Command) in over St. Auguſtine Bar to protect the Craft. 


The Swaſh is found to have Water enough for the Boats; the 


Colonel goes on board the Commodore and acquaints him with it; 
Capt. Fanſhaw at the ſame Time relates, that he had ſeen 
ſeveral Veſſels lying at the uſquets's.

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Offcer of their own on the Iand, with the Carolina Regi- 
ment, till the Return of the Ships, in order to man one Bat- 
tery on the South-{ide of the and, to guard the Paſſage with- 
in the Metanſas; and deſires, if that could not be done, that 
he would aſſiſt to /ave the Artillery, without which it was 
impoſſible to be carried off, The Commodore having held a 
Gouncil of War thereupon, it is declared, That the leaving the 
Two Hundred Men cannot be comply'd with; and no An- 
fwer is given, whether any Aſſiſtance ſhall be given to the get- 
ting off the Artillery; a Sloop and Three Launches (as ex- 
pected) get into Auguſtine with Proviſions. The Seamen are 
all taken off the and on the 5th of Jul, without embarking 
any of the Artillery (which belonged to this Provinte, and

And 
all the Men of War, except the Two Ships en the Carolina

Can any thing in the World have exceeded all this? Where 
are now the Two Hundred Men, which, by the firſt Council 
ef Var, being landed on Anaftatia, were ta have anſwered 
the End of the Ships, *till their Return after the Hurricane 
Seaſon ? They have found out it ſeems at laſt, That they have 
not Proviſions enough; and that They have no Slips on Board 
the Fleet! How hath the Commodore taken care That the

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Lone what they engaged to-do + And therefore they are of Opi- - 


nion, That this Government hath been greatly mifled by bath. 
Some Expeditions have failed for Want of a gad Underftand- 


ing between different Commands: But in This, nothing is 


to be heard of like it. And particularly as to that of Carolina, 
not. only the moſt perfe&t Obedience appears to have been paid 
by Colonel Vander Dufſen to all the General's Orders, but a 
conſtant Forwardneſs in him to propoſe, aſſiſt, and do any 
Thing, that tended to bring Things to Attion. And the Fate 
lure of this-E xpedition is ſomewhat the more ſurprixing, as the 
General had not only all, but more than he asked, in his laſt

The Expence of which, together with the other Articles in 
the General's Eſtimate, and many others added to them after- 


| wards, amounts to Sixty-three Thouſand, Two Hundred and 


Nintty-five Pounds, Thirteen Shillings and Two Pence Half- 
Penny, in Caſh paid; beſides the Value of the Powder, Bul- 
leti, and many other Stores taken out of the Public Magazine. 
And by the neareſt Computation, there was about Two Hun- 
dred Indians preſent in the Expedition; of which moſt of them 
that were of any Conſequence, particularly the Chieteſatoc, 


went at the Inſtance of the Lieutenant Governor. On the 
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other Hand indeed, the General appears to have carry'd with 


him about Three Hundred and Sixty, or Three Hundred and 
Seventy Men of his own Regiment, and about Ninety Men 


more, Highlanders and Rangers, hir'd; with a very ſmall 
Quantity of Prouiſions and Ammunition ; for he borrowed both 


of them from the Men of War, bought a Cargo of Proviſions 


by Chance from a New-Yorker, that came to trade with the 
Forces before St. Auguſtine, and had not one Barrel, of the 
Six Hundred Barrels of Powder which arrived at St. Simon's 
in the Store-ſhip trom England, before he ſet out upon the Ex- 


pedition, until Four Days before he left Anaflatia land. 


The General finding, by Letters which he received from 
Lieutenant-Governor Bull, in the Gloſe of the Expedition, that 
his Management of it was not approved of by him, wrote back 
a long Letter, dated the 19th of Fuly, in Vindication of it. 
Though your Committee can fee nothing in it, that appears to 
have any Force; yet as the General ſays therein, That he 
believes it will clear up-all Objeftions concerning tha ſame, 
They have thought themſelves obliged, in Tuſticeyto him, to 
lay it candidly at length before the Houſe : To wiſe Con- 
{ideration it is ſubmitted. 

In the Cloſe of that Letter the General ſays, © That with 
6 Reſpect to the Affair at Aa, he ſends Depoſitions by 
© which his Honour would find, that the Occaſion of loſing 
« that Party, was the diſobeying his Orders.” Two of thoſe 
Depeſitions (as they are called) are Captain Hugh Mackay's 
and Lieutenant Scroggs's, (who made their Eſcape out of that 
Fort) and are intended to prove, That it was the General's 
Orders, that that Party ſhould not lodge in the Fort, be- 
* cauſe it was demoliſhed, but camp every Night in the 
© Thickets ; and that Colonel Palmer notwithſtanding, who 
had the chief Command, ordered them to lodge within th: 
© Fort” Another is ſaid to be one Sergeant Clark's, which 
youches © For the Bravery of the Captain, at the Time of 
the Attack upon that Party? But as thoſe Papers, called 
Depoſitions, do not appear to be taken upon Oath,they are not 
laid before the Houſe. Your Committee think themſelves 
obliged, in 7uftice to the Memory of that brave Man now 
dead, to vindicate him from ſo diſbonourable a Charge. Your 
Committee muſt remind the Houſe, that on the 8th of June, 
Colonel Vander Duſſen received an Expreſs from the General, 
© That he had ſent a Party (which was that ſent with Colo- 
© nel Palmer) to retake Poſſiſſion of Fort-Mlouſa. And it is 
obſervable, that after that Party was cut off, the General in

9, were, to go to Mooſa; that they were to alarm the Spa- 


© niards in St, Auguſtine as often as they could, and when they 
« ſaw his Signal upon Anaſtatia, they were to fire that Night 
© upon the Town,” It appears alſo by the General's Letter 
to the Magiſtrates of Frederica (3oth of Fune) That he ſent 
them on purpoſe to blockade the Place; and it will be readily 
ſeen, by the Plan before-mentioned, that nothing of all this 
could be done any where elſe, but at or in Sight of Mooſe. 
At the ſame Time it is as certain, that Colonel Palmer had 
Orders from the General, to camp every Night in the Woods, 
and we find that when the Party got ſo far as Maooſa, he gave 
Notice of it to them all. But notwithſtanding all the Men, 

except the Rangers, entered, and camped within the Fort. 

The Command is diſputed ; and Mackay opens Colonel Van- 

der Duſſen's Letter directed to the commanding Officer at that 

Fort, and anſwers as ſuch ; Colonel Palmer, having no Com- 
miſſion, is not obeyed by any, but the Rangers; whom only, 
it looks, as if it was intended, that he ſhould command ; and 
they always did encamp without, If the General intended 
otherwiſe, then ſurely it was a great Over/ight, to inveſt him 
with a bare verbal Command, and if he did intend it to be fo, 
in that Caſe, he certainly deceived the Colonel; becauſe tho? 
he verbally ordered the faid Mackay to follow his Directions, 
yet he might underſtand them to be given to him, as Captain 
of the Higbland- Rangers (as he is ſtiled in the above Papers 
called Depo/itions) though not as any thing elſe.

W ith many Circumſtances which occur in the Narrative, to the 
private Sentiment; of the Houſe, Wh : 
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Pour Committee have now gone through with the Enqury, | 
which this Houſe directed them to make, into the Cauſes of 
the Diſappointment of Succeſs; in the Expedition againſt St. 
Auguſtine. And, General Oglethorpe having had (as hath been 
obſerved already) a greater Aſſiſtance given him, than he re- 
quired as neceflary for making an immediate Attack upon that 
Place; and no Inſtance having been found wherein the Colo- 
nel, or any other Officer of the Carolina Regiment, neglected, 
or refuſed to obey his Orders, they do unanimouſly agree with 
the Committee of his Majeſty's Honourable Council (who 
joined with them in this Enquiry) that neither this Govern- 
ment, nor the Forces in the Pay thereof, have been in the leaſt 
Degree the Cauſe of the ill Succeſs of the Expedition, f 

Your Committee think it would be unpardonable in them, 
after all that hath been ſaid, not to make mention of thoſe that 
appear to them to have merited any thing in this Expedition. 

And fir/t, they cannot but, in the moſt grateful Manner, 
take notice of Colonel Vander Duſſen, who appears to have 
acted in the new raiſed Regiment, in ſeveral Duties which the 
Nature of his Command did not oblige him to; Who not 
only punctually obeyed the General in every Thing, but took 
uncommon Pains to bring Things to Aion; and made feve- 
ral Propoſals for that Purpoſe, as well as to continue a Ne- 
hade, which the General calls KAnDSOME PROPOSALS, Who 
when ordered by the General, Ta carry off bis Frain and 
Troops from Anaſtatia, with the Iraft Loſs he could prevent, 
and to ſpoil rather than leave the Artillery; yet (conſulting 
the Honour of his Country) with gaad Conduct carried off it 
the Artillery, &c. which the General had declared impoſſible 
to be done, without the Commudore's Aſſiſtance; and gr 
the ſame, together with all his Men, and all the Craſt, in he 
imminent Danger they were in-at that Time; Who, having 
afterwards landed upon Point-Cartell, protected a Party of the 
General's Men, from the Spaniſh Galleys ; and after they had 
retreated from that Point (having firſt by the GeneraPs Orders 
burnt their Provi/cons, &c.) ſent and brought off ſeveral war- 
like Stores, which they had lefe behind them ; and happily 
compleated his Retreat.
